Effects of *\ My Policy,”? as Seen\by One of 4.

Andrew Johnson has at last yielded. Thank 
God forit! He bas done us an immense deal 
of barm; crippled us when our armies were in 
the fleld ; rejected the terms Grant and Sher- 
Man gave us; and then, at last, has kept aec- 
tional bate and animosity stirred up againat 
us by bis unwise course and his foolish conflict 
with Congress and Northern sentiment. ~~ - 
And now we hope President Johnson’s 
opposition to the Government willcease. He 
has opposed it so Jong, and induced our pao- 
ple to oppose it so Jong, holding out to us the 
false idea that he would do something for us, 
that he haa done us infinitely more harm than 
all other men and all other-causes combined. 
But for him we would Jong ago have been 
admitted into the Union, and upon far better 
terms than we shall now be able to obtain.— 
Ho has been the most effective enemy we 
have’ had. . 2 
In the first place, his influeice was great in 
arraying the border States against us. He 
was one of the most earnest supporters of the 
war waced uponus. He refused us the terms 
given us by the generosity and magnanimity 
of Grant and Sherman; and last, though not 
least, he has, by his course, kept Northern 
prejudice and hatred constantly excited 
against us.

MEN FROM MONKEYS.—Agassiz has settled the 
ethenological question as to whether men can ad- 
vance from lower series in his late lecture on the 
above subject. In his broad distinction between the 
formation and uses of the hand and foot, he points 
out the fact that none of the monkey tribe havea 
true foot, while allof them have four hands, or the 
rudiments of hands. None of the monkey tribe have 
a perfect foot, he says ; that is, lower limbs terminat- 
ing in ten toes, having tha same axis of motion asall 
the human species possess. No monkey, not even the 
Gorilla or Chimpenzee, has the organization for the 
purpose of standing at rest, with the spine and head 
erect. or of easy, continuous walking. The monke 
is designed for climbing, and therefore has four hands 
with thumbs, which no quadrupeds possess, ‘This 
distinctron—the one having two teet and two hania, 
and the other having four hands with two thumbs— 
which marks both families the human and the 
monkey—is bold, broad and imppasible, of obliteration 
and amounts to a demonstration that the species have 
always been, distinct. , 


REPORTS received at the Freedmen’s Bureau from 
burean oflicers in different sections of the South show 
a decrease in the number of outrages on Union men 
and freedmen. The outrages that occur may gener- 
ally be traced to organizations of lawless men styling 
themselves '*Reguiators” or Judge Lynch meh,” 
and who are not countenanced in their deeds af vio- 
lence by the citizens generally. The authorities and 
citizens are seldom ableto make any arrests, as the 
parties meet at designated places atnight, carry their 
plans into execution, and disperse before daylight.— 
They are usually well mounted and armed, and imany 
foar to make any attempt to secure them, fearing to 
incure their ill-will, which might lead to the firing 
of house or pergonal injuries. ‘'he schools are gener- 
ally ina thriving condition, there being little or no 
Opposition to their establishment, and some of the 
planters are even affording material aid, froma dasire 
to retain the parents of the children upon their plan- 
tations as laborers.

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Senarorn, Winson 1n THE Soutn.—Hon. 
Henry Wilson made a brief visit to Richmond 
on the 4th inst. He gives a most interesting 
and gratifying account of his intercourse with 
the people of Virginia, white and black, rebel 
and: Union. He was present at the celebration 
of the fall of Richmond, by the colored popu- 
tation, on Wednesday last, and says. he never 
will forget the lesson of that wonderful scene. 
The procession was miles in length, avd the 
meeting that succeeded it solemn and im. 
pressive as 8 demonstration of gratitude for 
liberty achieved and for precious rights secur 
ed. Here was a commemoration of a day 
which bumiliated the whole Soutb, and es- 
pecially Virginia, in the overthrow of the 
rebel capital and the conquest of the rebel 
cause—the commemoration, too, exclusively 
by the manumitted blacks, of the great failure 
of the white race to destroy a great Govern- 
ment; and yet ‘there was no offensive rejoic 
ing by the one, and not the slightest disposi- 
tlun to retaliate by the other. General Wilson 
says he did not hear a word of reproach, or 
even of ridicule of the blacks. The universal 
spirit seemed to be of acquiescence in the fact 
that they bad irreversably secured ther-per- 
sonal liberties and their political rights. The 
movement was exclusively in their own bands 
and in the hand@ of their known white friends; 
and General Wilson did not deem it in good 
taste to interfere witb any remarks of bis own, 
especially as such remarks might be construed 
by the white people to mean that he came to 
Richmond simply for the purpose of insulting 
them on the anniversary of the fall of their 
city. He speaks highly of General Schofiela, 
the military commander of the Department ot 
Virginia, and says he bas the full confidence

GENERAL SICKLES AND THE FREEDMEN. 


‘On the night of Tuesday,the 26th, the 
freedmen serenaded Gen. Sickles, in‘ Charles- 
ton, und elicited the following reply : 

My triends, [ thank you for your visit. Al- 
though unexpected, It is none the less gratily- 
ing. It is your privilege, not mine, to take 
part as @ partisan‘in the political action of the 
day. My duty is to see that every citizen of 
North and South Carolina, not disfranchised, 
has opportunity to vote as his jadgment and 
conscience dictate. This duty I shall en- 
deavor to perform. The colored race in this 
country have gained’ just praise for their ad- 
mirable conduct during the warand pending 
the recent agitation of their civil and, political 
enfrancbisoement. In my department I- can 
truly bear testimony to your patient for-- 
bearance. Whea sorely provoked to retaliate 
by crue] acts of violence and bumillation, you 
have borne yoursélves with unfaltering confi- 
dence that the day of.your d+liverance was 
not distant. [Cheers.] Let me enjoin upon 
you all, in tbis hour of your success, ‘perse- 
verance in well-doing. You are now, citizens 
of the Rupublic. Remember that the strength 
of the nation lier in the virtue, industry, 
loyalty and courage of its citizens.” “You must 
try and vindicate the hopes of your. friends 
and repel the forebodings of the skeplical by 
proving yourselves worthy of the privilege to 
which you have been admitted. [Applause.] 
Whenever ary large addition has been made 
to the votersof a State the same apprehen- 
stons have been exptessed that are now heard 
with reference to yourselves. Those’ already 
entrancbised are easily alarmed at any consid- 
erable change inthe established order of 
things. So far, in this country, experience 
as shown that union, liberty and power are 
sats inthe hands of those who earn their— 
bread by the sweat of their brows. [Applanse.] 
None love the land of their birth more fondly; 
none will defend it with more constancy and 
valor than those whose labor make up the 
sum o! a nation’s wealth. [Applause.] So 
long asthe destinies of this country are in 
the hands of those whose homes are made 
sacred by justice, whose liberties depend on 
the courage with which they aro maintasned 
—tho old Hag may defy alle emies,:whether 
from without or within. [Great applause.] 
It would be difficult, under the most favorable 
circumstances, for any race of men to engage, 
aS you have aow to dg, in the most interesting 
political events, without being deeply moved 
by their importance and novelty. | Let me 
advise you as a friend, and as one without ex- 
perience in public affairs, to preserve at all 
times the utmost moderation of language, 
teniper and conduct. Avoid everything like 
violence, impatience or indecornm.: Do not 
give even your adversaries just: occasion to 
complain ofthe least disrespect shown to 
them in your discussions, private or public. 
And beware of those who would endeavor to 
excite. anjmosities between the white and 
black races, The prosperity of the South, 
the welfare ofthe country, are intimately 
associated with the harmony and good-feeling 
which should exist between the people of both 
races andthe South. Whatever seriously im- 
pairs the interests of ong race, mist- result 
seriously to the other. Intelligence, culture, 
capital, land, are not less essential than labor, 
and yet without a prosperous, contented and 
heppy laboring class, society lacks an‘essential 
element of strength and repose. : : 

You have already shown your appreciation 
of youradvantage,by the eagerness with 
which you have employed the opportunities 
lately given to you to educate yourselves. It 
will not be long before the white race in the 
South will see how deeply they are interated 
in the education, industry, thrift andjprogress 
of their colored population. In’ this mutual 
dependence jios the security of all. ‘ Abund- 
aut time and opportunity will be afforded, 
and ample notice willbe given of. all the 
successive steps to be taken in the organiza- 
tion of the State Goveroments wilhin my 
command. It will not be necessary, nor can 
it be otherwise than injarlous to yourselves 
for you to neglect your regular employment 
and assvciations to attend to poljtical affairs. 
I promise you that without any such sacrifice 
on your part every man in the Carolinas 
entitled to a voice in the decision of the great 
question to be passed upon under my super- 
vision, shal! have a fair chance to act his part 
without let or hiadrance trom any ons. My 
iriends, I wish you all good night. [Enthu- 
siastic cheers.] 
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LETTER FROM GOY. PATTON, OF ALABAMA. 


Gov. Patton, of Alabama, in a recent Jetter 
to Lieut. Gov. Voorbies, of Louisiana, alludes 
to his published letter on the political situation, 
‘and -says 3 ’ . 

‘It seems to me that it ia the true feeling 
of the Southern people to~ contribute their 
best influence in favor of an early organization 
of their respective States, in accordance with 
the requirements of the recent Reconstruction 
act. Congress claims the right to contro! the 
whols question. In my -bumble judgment it 
is unwise to contend longer against its power, 
or to struggle turther against its repeatedly’ 
expressed will, ‘ 

1am clearly of the opinion thatan appeul 
to the Courts would accomplish no good. If 
a test case were brought before the judiciary, 
it would open up a Series of the most com- 
plicated questions which, perhaps, ever en- 
gaged the attention of any tribunal. Questions 
of such vast magnitude could not speedily be 
disposed of. They would necessarily require 
mucb time; and before a conclusion could be 
reached the Southbert states, in all probability, 
would be fully reorganized under the Con- 
gressional plan, Indeed, the supplemental 
bill provides specifically for a reorganization ; 
and the only practical question is, who will 
participate inthe work? Ifthe many do not 
co-operate in the movement, and give ita 
proper shape, the few will carry it to comple- 
tion, and there js no telling what discrimina- 
tion may be made against the non-actionists.

SPEECH OF GOVERNOR ORE AT CHARLESTON. 


At a meeting of tha Charleston Board of 
Trade,’ April 2, Governor Orr made a long 
speech upon reconstroction, from which w 
quote the folluwing: 

The Act cf Congress, recently passed, has 
assumed tbat this country is a conquered terri- 
tory, a conquered people, and consequently 
that ‘body has & right to dictate terms. The 
power exists in that bodyto dictate thore 
terms, it 1s secure for the next two years, aud 
when they place themselves squarely and 
broadly upon that plattorm, I for one, do not 
propose to go fo the Supreme Conrt or any- 
where else, for the purposa of disputing that 
power; butin good faith I will accept the 
terms; bumiliating as they may be, and openly, 
tairly and squarely urge their-adoption before 
our people. [Great applanse.} AsI ‘have 
said to you these terms are humiliating, and, 
in many respects, ungenerons and unjust, bat 
when Congress exercise their power in spite 
of thw President of the United States and 
without regard to the Constitution which has 
in vain been held up to them for the last 18 
months, I see no other course for us to adopt 
as & matter of interest than to yleld. I 
happen to be one of that clasy of persons that 
are’ disfrancbised now, hencefor'h ‘and for- 
ever. With reference tothe disfranchising 
clause, I think it was an unfortunate one,— 
According to an estimate made in the region 
of country in which I reside, {t appears that 
withio the limits of Anderson District alone, 
about 1,800 persons would be excluded trom 
the privilege of voting. I presume that this 
rule will apply to the entire State of South 
Curolina. Very many of these- persons ex- 
cluded enjoy the esteam, respect, and confi- 
dence of their fellow-citizens. Many of them, 
indedd, are in my humble judgment, required 
in the formation of the State Government.—

peace.. These Indians could live by hunting 
wild game, if they chose to do so, as the whole 
country abounds with buffaloes, prairie dogs, 
prairie hens, antelopes, and all manner of 
game. But inthe summer they waste their 
provisions in riotous living, and in winter want 
drives them to plunder the white emigranis 
and settlers. ; 
Year atter year the national government bas 
buen paying their tribute to kuep them quiet; 
bas been sending them munificent presunts, 
missionaries and the means of leading a quiet’ 
life. Year after year we hear thesame re 
ports of murders of our inoffensiva emigrants 
and settlers, and take no steps to seek redress. 
Year after year we go on piling up useless 
treaties and holding disgraceiul parleys, until 
at lungth these miserable savages have \mbib- 





Daring the Jast thirty years, in which we 
have been endeavoring to plant civilization in 
that vast wilderness, thease savages bave mur- 
dered, enough white people to outnumber 
their own forces, so that in point of tact it 1s 
not’ a question. shall we exterminate the 
Indians, but shalt the murder of white people 
continue to be the law of the wilderness. The 
mawkish sentimentality thatis ever ready to 
symputhizs, with orexcuse these barbarous 
wretches seems to have no feeling for - the 
white people who are exposed to their merci- 
less clutches, and, indeed, preternever to 
take such things iuto consideration at all. A 
great deal of cheap indignation is often wasted 
on the indian agents employed by the govern- 
mont, and the false assumption that their 
iriends excite the Indians is very ready to be. 
used to account for Indian outrages. When 
we consider that these men live among the 
savages, and at all times have theirown lives 
at. risk, the likelihood of their being able to 
cheat very much a race remarkable.tor native 
shrewdness and craftiness is not very great. 

But in point of fact the treachery and du- 
plicity. of the Indian character liv at the bot- 
tom of allthesy outbreaks, A portion of 
every tribe performs the role of ‘bad Indian?’ 
neyer coming in to participate in a treaty,— 
The other part goer in and gets the govern- 
ment money and goods, and goes back to 
share with the recusants, both sides partici- 
pating, also, in the plunder obtained after- 
wards by the aioresaid,‘tbad Indians.” It ig 
amazing that this sham should have been suc-- 
cessful so long. Yet it is the meana of robbing 
the national Treasury of millions of dollars, 
aud causing thu sacrifice of thuusands of liver, 
Grant and Sher. ao, practical soldiers, trained 
ap in the hard school of the civil war, learned 
to know all such art'ul dvceptions, and after 
twa years of experience withthe western 
{ndians they have found vo difficulty in seeing 
through the millstoue. They have therefore 
planned a comprehensive and vigoruus can 
paign, and the opening of the spring will see 
strong columgins of troops on their march: to 
buut down the savages, compel them to sue 
tor peacy and give sowe kind of security that 
future treaties shall be enforced.—North 
American. . % :

{| : -Whatit Costs to Die, — 

|The Observer of this week shows how cost- 

ly a thing it is to die in the city. of New York. 
It.says: | ae 
‘/We have had our attention called, -by sev- 
eral correspondents of late, to the extrava— 
gance of funerals, and there seems to be some 
degree of justice in their strictures. A physi- 
cian who was commissioned to convey the re-. 
mains of a gentleman, dying suddenly in thia 
city, to his home in New England, informs us 
that he was obliged to pay nearly three bun- 
dred dollars to thé undertaker for his services 
aod attendance, before the coffin was placed 
in the train for transportation. =; : 
"j Another writes that ina country town, 
‘where it was. formerly customary to provide 
with simplicity and economy for the last re- 
pose of the body, while the neighbors bora it 
on a bier to the churchyard, now it has be- 
come the “fashion”? to send to the city, ten 
ortwelve miles distant, for a showy burial 
case, a hearse and carriages, and the usual ac- 
companiments ofa metropolitan funeral. In 
cities, thu simplest funerals are often heavy 
bordens upon families in moderate -circum- 
stances, and the ‘titems’? of the undertaker’s 
vill, which delicacy and propriety.forbid ths 
bereaved from disputing, swell the amount to 
serious proportions. 

: It is indeed a costly thing to die, as wellas 
to live, in such a city as New York, where 
-we have known ofa child’s simple obsequies. 
costing more than twice a8 much as the pre- 
vious three or four years of its happy life. 
_In some countries it is.often the ruin of 
families in moderate circumstances for the 
father to die; all the members of tho house- 
hold; including servants, must be provided 
with full mourning; those that attend the 
funeral are provided with suitable badges of 
grief ;a costly entertainment is served for 
their refreshment, and long trains of halt-filled 
or empty carriages follow, in mock solemnity, 
the nodding plumes of the hearse .to the 
cemetery. : 

: We regret to notice the importation af such 
wasteful and extravagant customs injo the 
country. Some years ago the Roman Catho 
lic Bishop of New York prohibited. the use of 
more than six carriages at funerals in his jur- 
isdiction ; but the prohibition has either been 
removed or it is disregarded by his flocks, as 
the long lines of hacks that daily cross to 
to Calvary cemetery will bear witness, 

‘In this connection we quote some remarks 
trom the National Freemason, bearing upon 
this subject, aud: heartily indorse the conclud- 
ing paragraph as containing the teaching of 
Christianity. as well asof ‘MMuasoury,”? upon 
this matter: vs ‘ 

: A bill of funeral expenses for a New York 
brother, who died away from home, was 
shown usa few weeks ago, sent by the lodge 
of a distant jurisdiction, amouyting to six 
hundred dollars. Woe have heard of. the tu- 
-neral expenses of brothers amounting to two, 
three, four, five, six, and.evean nine hundred 
dollars. Jo the first case mentioned it was 
intended to honor the lodge:in New York, 
whence ihe brother bailed. In the other cases 
it was done, we doubt not, out of true affec- 
tion and regard, But. it is, nevertheless, a 
mistake, and should bé intelligently corrected. 

“Plain, quiet; unobtrusive funerals are al 
ways inthe best taste.” Masonry also teaches 
that charity suggests: to spend legs money in 
mere outward demonstration, ans give more 
tothe widow and. orphan deprived of a pro- 
tectors and friend.

Singular Case of Hydrophobia--A Pos- 
ie. so Bible Recoverye -- 9. 

' 'Some. eight waeks ago Miss Selina Eller, 
an intelligent young lady of twenty-two years, 
daughter- of -Mr... Harvey.- Ellsr,..rasiding at 
Beck’s station on the Peru Railroad, in Ham- 
ilton county, some fifteen miles north of. this 
city, was bitten by a rabid dog, while she was 
‘endeavoring to drive him out of the house.’ 
The wound was ou the finger, and so very 
slight that it excited no alarm, -although the 
dog was known.to be mad. As-usual in cases 
of hydrophobia, -she thought nothing more 
about the matter until the morning of Mon- 
day, the 25th ult., when on going to wash her 
face the touch of the water ‘*made her shud- 
der”? as she described it.- The- fearful truth: 
flashed on her.instantly, but being a. lady ot 
great self-command, she simply said to ber 
sister, **I.am going to go mad ; I cannot live,’? 
adding that she would, however, ‘finish spin. 
ning the roll’? she was engaged upon. She 
worked on during the day, with some increase 
of the horrible symptoms, but nothing visible 
to others; and the next morning, ‘on sitting 
down to the table, she remarked fo ‘the fami- 
ly: ‘You must take tbhat-water from the 
table, or I can’t eat anything.’? “She ate but 
little, and got.up, saying she: wouid go to 
work again. She continued through that day 
as before,.but with a décided strengthening 
of heft repugnance to water, of which, she sajd 
‘(the veryesight sent a. tingling. feeling. all 
through her.” Sho also complained tbat the 
glistening face of the clock affected her in the 
same way. On Wednesday she was too far 
overcome to work, and while standing on the 
floor. speaking to some of ber ‘family, shy-be- 
gan grinding her teeth, and directly after fell 
down in a fit, the foam. working -out of her 
mouth, her teeth gnashing, ‘and her body 
frightfally convulsed. Some of the. younger 
children ‘who were with ‘ber at the time ran 
out in great alarm, and the meighbors, burry- 
ing in, found her on the floor ‘near the fire, in 
the same terrible condition, : but sha bit so 
furiously at every one who- touched her that 
it was impossible to. do anything with her,— 
The fire was removed so that she might not 
injure herse)f by it, and she was left lying till 
the spasm had ‘passed* off.;She was then 
placed on the bed, and Dr, Rooker called in. 
When‘he arrived she was again conyulaed, 
and senseless, uttering short barking sounds 
aud snapping at everytbing that approached 
ber. Acbloody froth was constantly issuing 
from her mouth, which she triea to spit at 
those around her. He caused her to be tied 
down in the bed,and proceeded to administer 
morphine’to relieve ber agony. Ji a lucid in 
terval she remonstrated, saying, “I must die, 
I know it, and I want to die in my. senses, so 
don’t stupefy me with medicine.??. - wf 
-Alter another }fit the doctor proposed another 
dose of morphine, -and.at. last-she consented, 
but/added+ ‘You must not’’give it ‘to me 
wilh water.’ But this remedy produced lit- 
le effect.” The awful ‘paroxysms. continned, 
with the same frantic efforts to bite... She pit - 
her bands terribly, and'‘bit pleces out of the 
pillow and : bed clothes.’ Dr. A. G.-Ruddle 
waa also called in, but bis. assistance was as 
unavailing as that of: Dr. ‘Rooker.’ :'This, we 
believe, was the next day, Thursday, ‘but at 
al] events, on that day Dr, Rooker. determin- 
ed to try the effect’ot ‘bromide of potassium,” 
which bad been recommended by some-Euro- 
pean pbysician in cases of hydrophobla:* Dr. 
Ruddie‘bappening to have’a small quantity 
with him, it was at once administered,- and 
the treatment has.been steadily kept up since, 
till yesterday nearly. two ounces ‘had [been 
given. The’symptoms continned with’ little 
or no apparent abatement till Sunday ‘or yes- 
terday,’ wben they. were ‘considerably, less 
marked. The fits occurred lest: frequently, 
and with leas severity.’ The ‘unfortunate lady 
had. ceased biting herself, and bad sufficient: 
knowledge of her situation to wrep her arma 
ap tightly in the bed clothes, when. she felt 
the spasm coming’on, to keep them. out of 
danger. The abatument-of thejsymptoms bas 
been so decided as to create some bope of 
her recovery, which, if realized, will make 
thigs- one of the most remarkable cases on 
record. A great many physicians and bun- 
dreds of the people of the vicinity have visit- 
ed her.—Indianapolis Journal. -: :

> TREATMENT OF GERMAN EMIGRANTS AT THE 
Sourn.—According to the New Orleans Bee, 
such unfavorable reports are sent home by the 
Gerthan immigrants who have, gone South, 
that an immigration which. promised to be 
large, is virtually suspended, the planters not 
having yet luarned humanity. towards. labor- 
ers.' As a specimen of these reports, a Ger- 
man paper publishes aletter which says: 

; “Tbe immigrant agents send all they can 
get to the South, where they are treated like 
Dutch niggers. The abandoned nigger huts 
were their shelter; four pounds of pickled 
pork and rye flour were their weekly tood.— 
Those who tried to escape—and Very near all. 
tried to do so—were left at the mercy of the 
execrable planters. tiven the laborers willing 
to work could not stand the heat of that cli- 
mate, and with their wives and children were 
taken down by the fever, without any otber 
food than that above described. Those of the 
laborers who would. not remain upon the 
places did not get a cent for their work. Like 
skeletons, these men came to New urleans, 
Baton Rouge, Vicksburg and Memphis, which 
journeys they performed on foot after many 
vicissitudes, ragged, nearly dead, and full of 
fever in all their limbs. Many of them laid 
down by the river, white with death and star. 
vation. Many were found dead in hospitals, 
or upon the terrible journey, before they 
could reach New Orleans or St. Lonis. As 
things are at present I call the attention of my 
countrymen—to keep off those agents that 
would make theny proposals for engagements 
in the States of’ North Carolina, S. Carolina, 
Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana,” ‘

Tux Supreme Court AnD REQONSTRUCTION, 
—Pursuant to appointment, the Supreme 
Gourt on Friday last heard the argument on 
the motion of Messrs. Sharkey and Walker 
to file an jnfunction on behalf of the State of 
Mississipp! against President Johnson and 
General Ord, to restrain them from executing 
the military reconstruction bill. The motion 
to file the bill was resisted by Attorney Gen- 
eral Stanbery, (on behalf of the President,) 
on the ground that it contained scandalous or 
impertinent matter, and was unfit to be re- 
celved. That was, according to the ruling of 

“the Chief Justice, the only point that could 
be considered, and upon that the lawyers 
contended In speeches that occupied several 
hours. Stanberry took a bold stand against 
the right or power of the Supreme Court to 
constitute itself a law-making power, or to 
interfere with the performance of duties by 
the Ohief Magistrate. He declared that when 
the President vatoed the military acts he did 
everything he intended to do in opposition 
to those laws; that be had bunt one duty 

“upon him now, and that was to faithfully 
execute them. He virtually sald that. the 
Preaident did not acknowledge the anthority 
of the Court to arraign him as defendant, 
that he would not answer its subpoena, and 


would pay no heed to Its attachment should 
such be issued. Mr. Stanberry concluded 
his very remarkable speech by saying that the 
President bad instructed. him to say in mak- 
ing this objection to the application it was 
not fur the ‘purpose of escaping from any 
responsibility. elther to perform or to refuse 
to perform. If this fairly represents the 
position of Johnson, it shows that he has no 
sympathy with the movement of the South- 
* ern fire-eaters to stop reconstruction -by the 
interlerence of the Supreme Court. Many 
feared that the President was merely a sham 
defendant, stuck up by his friends for the 
“ purpose of being beaten; but the reverse 
seems pow to be the case; and we hope it 
will so continue until the end of this trial. 
Robert J. Walker replied to Stanberry on: 
behalf of the petitioners, the muat remarkable 
part of his argument being that quoted from 
the decision of Chief Justice Marshall, in the 
cease of Burr against Jefferson. The Court 
decided that the President was amenable to 
trial, to subpoena, to legal process, just as 
are other officers of the government. But 
Jefferson rétused to obey this decision -or tu 
accept it as good Jaw, and the Court finally 
seemed to abandon its own position, from 
some cause not developed in the speeches.— 
The application of Georgia tor a similar 
jojunction, it appears, does not contain the 
acandalous matter contained in that of mis- 
sissippi, and was 80 confessed by Stanberry, 
out the effort of O’Conner to get his petition 
heard was resisted by the Chief Justice, who 
said he would be heard at a future time. The 
Court held the application of Mississippi 
under advisement. : i 
The mostagreeable part of all is, that the 
Court 13 losth to take up this political ques. 
tion—that the movement will be resisted step 
by step—that it will not be one sided; and 
that, if delayed as long as the law allows, 
reconsttuction will have been practically 
consamated, and the effort of the rebels will 
fall to the ground, De . 


Later.—Chief Justice Chase yesterday de- 
livered the opinion of the Supreme Court on 
the soathero States injunction cases. The 
motion of Mississippi for leave to file a bill is 
denied, onthe ground that a bill praying for 
an injunction against the execution of an act 
of Congress by the incumbent of the Presi- 
dential office cannot be received, whether it 
desciibed him as President or simply asa citi- 
zen of a State. Georgia has leave to file her 
bill, and the argument will be heard on Thurs- 

i 


day. —— 








Mone Teraitory.—Mr. Seward, Secretary 
of State, made a treaty with Ruasia about 
two weeks since, by, which the latter cedes ull 
of the territory known as Russian America to 
the United States, tor the consideration ot 
$7,200,000 iu gold. This tract extends nortb 
of Britisn America to Behring’s straits, on 
the Pacific coast, and contains about 400,000 
square miles, or just about eight times the 
size of Pennsylvania. The tirst- news ot this 
treaty took the country by surprise, and it 
was pot even heard of in remote parts of tbe 
country before all the details were completed 
and its ratitication gained in the U.S. Senate, 
uow in eXtra session. The Senate sat in 
executive session, where all proceedings are 
supposed to be secret, put it is vow known 
that Fessepden and Ferry werg the only two 
Senators who voted against ratification, A 
Senaturs from States beyond the Mississippi, 
inclnding Nebraska, Nevada, Oregon, Kansas 
and Caltornia strongly urged ratification, and 
to the urgent appeals of these men the eastern. 
Senators yisided, Itis said that Mr. Sewara 
claims the territorial acquisition as the-result 
vt bis own brilliant diplumacy, but his glery 
is somewhat dimmed by the tact that Russiu 
ous for a long time been extremely anxious to 
get clear of this waste and to ber expensive 
laud, and just prior tothe Crimean war made 
4 proposition tu dispose of itty our govern- 
ment, which wag not accepted. Opinions are 
greatly divided as to the policy of extending 
vur limits, just as they are as to the worth of 
the new acquisition. Many -think that we 
have bought unly a huge lump of snow and 
icv, while others assert that Hsbiog, fur and 
luniber trades Can be estublished to much 
profit, But the time tor discussion is past, 
noyw that tue territory is ours,and needs only 
av appropriation by the Housy to pay tor it— 
um appropriation that is aot likely to be with- 
held. We will have to make the best of it, 
just a8 wa did of Florida, Louistana, Texas 
und Culifornia—most of them tavorable, and, 
save in the instauce of rebellion, very fortu- 
nate examples in favor of territorial exten 
sion. The good'old Whig doctrine was to be 
salisfied with what we had, to govern that wall 
and equitably betbre we sought the new and 
untried ; and had the administration given the 
country time to consider this question, we 
believe the decision would ‘bave been against 
the Northern icebergs, notwithstandiug former 
turritorial successes.

ATRAGEDY IN MEMPHIS, 
_ A singular tragedy recently occurred in 
Memphis, -l'ennesgee, tho facts of which were 
substantially (as follows: 7: rede f= 
The chief actor in this drama was a young 
mhan named Robert Ferguson, alate graduate 
of the Medical University of Philadelphia, and 
who'bore # repntation for mildness and good 
behavior, and who was fast becoming recog- 
nized among bis profession as a youth of great 
promise. After Ferguson’s return from Phila- 
delpbia, where he had prosecuted his stadies 
in medicine with great diligence, and graduat- 
ed with first honors, be became connected In 
business with onv.of our popular physicians, 
and was, to all appearances, advancing along 
the road to professional renown witb rapid 
strides. But it seems that good fortune did 
not benefit him. He became reckless, and 
finally it was rumored among his many friends 
that he had become enamored witha young 
woman of great beauty, but depravad hubils, 
and had neglected his business so that he 
could enjoy her sociey. She had other 
suitors, among them a young man who Was 
considered a warm friend to Ferguson, Their 
meetings were Clandestine, but ere long 
Ferguson became aware of the false actions of 
the courtesan who« he loved. A coldness 
ensued between bim and his friend... One 
night they metin a @rinking saloon. The 
‘meeting resulted fatally to the false friend.— 
Ferguson shot him and was immediately 
arrusted, but through some peculiar modus 
operandi he was released on bonds. After bts 
release he went to Nashville; but a love for 
the beautiful courtesan caused him to return 
to Memphis. The woman who, by her bean- 
titul person aud educated wiles had caused 
him to forget hisduties to society and his 
profession, was gathering the meshes of deatb 
around him. She had loved the man.. whom 
Ferguson had so ruthlessly shot down, and 
the sight of bis dead body bad aroused in her 
pitiless heart all the passion of desperation 
and revenge. She wound the coil, and as 
she caressed her victim her eyes would seem 
to rend his very heart. In ber disire to fully 
mature her plans, she seemingly descended 
lower into the pool of degradation, and culti- 
vated the acquaintance of men who were noted 
tor their desperation and villatny.- But in 
ber train she Drought many youths of good 
family, whom, through good address and 
assiduous attention, she had ready to do-.her 
bidding. Ferguson saw that he was in danger 
from his many rivals, and insisted that they 
should leave for California. She made some 
trivial excuse, remarking, ‘You will go ona 
longer jourvey next week.”? she spoke truly, 
but little did she Know that ber coils were en- 
veloping not only her intended victim, but 
hersel), On the oght of the 18tb of March 
she concluded to put in execution her fiendish 
object. Ter accomplicus—men of depraved 
‘natures—named _ Hammond, Yonker and 
Bowles, were.instructed as to the time when 
Ferguson was to be assassinated. The courte§ 
san made an appointment with Fergusou.— 
True tohis word, became. Ashe entered 
the saloon he was invited to 4 private apart- 
mont adjoiniag the saloon, where parties were 
in the habit of drinking wines, etc. Yonker 
entered, and was introduced by the woman, 
He ordered a bottle of wine. As Ferguson 
was lilting a glass of the sparkling beverage to 
dis lips the courtesan raised her glass, re- 
marking, ‘Ferguson, this is the signal for 
your death,” and as she drained the glass, 
Yonkers, with a gleaming bowie knife, made 
a lunge at the breast of Ferguson, His sitna- 
tion flashed across bis mind as the cold, sharp 
stvel penetrated his left ehoulder, Witha 
quick oound he placed himself in a corner of 
the room, and drawing s navy-siz:d pistol, 
he shot Yonker dead, just as thea wonld-be 
assassin attempted to fire at himwith a 
Derriuger pistol, The courtesan, foiled in 
ber designs, fired at Ferguson, who fell, 
covered with blood, in thecorner where he 
stood at bayw Excited at the sight of blood, 
the woman contivued her shots, wounding 
Ferguson in four places. Sho then rushed 
upon bim witha knifeund just as its keen 
-point touched bis body he fired a fatal shot, 
and the beautiful woman fell upon her once 
loved paramour a corpse. The crowd broke 
through the door and gathered around the 
forms of tiiose who bad figured in this singular 
and dreadful strife. Before the woman,,whose 
figndish-like spirit had-caused this dreadful 
havoc, could be lifted from the form of Fer. 
guson, he had died.

Tue Workina Prorre.—The eight hour 
bill is already a Jaw in Illinois, and a similar 
bill has passed. both branches of the Wiscon- 
sin Logislature, and only lacks the Governar’s 
signature to become alaw also. The Wis. 
consia billis very simple in its provisions, 
and declares that eight hours shall be the 
limit for a day’s work where no contract is 
made, and that women and children shall not 
be compelled to work over vigbt hours a day. 

‘In New York the carpenters, who are 
striking for higher wages, were in session on 
last Friday night, and reported that 100 out 
of 300 employers have kept their men em- 
ployed at tha advanced raie; that 450 car- 
penters are now working at the advanced 
rate,and 600 are still out of employment, 
though they expect the other amployers will 
yiuld this week. In Brooklyn the strike of 
the carpenters for increared wages, bas been 
‘completely successful. The laborers employed 
by thea Morris and Essex Railroad Company, 
at their coal wharves in Hoboken, struck for 
an advance of two cents an hour wages on 
Friday. The company refused the increase, 
and thus the matter stands. In Jamaica, L. 
L.,-the masons bave struck for $4.50 a day.— 
At Pittsburg, io January last, all the puddlers 
and employers of the several iron works 
struck to prevent a decrease of wages, and 
over 7000 workmen left the foundries. The 
raill-owners said they were unable to pay the 
previously given wages, and the men refused 
to work for any less. Since January the 
latter have been unemployed, and very little 
has been done at the foundries. Great dis- 
tress has been caused by this strike, which 
seems no nearer adjustment how than when 
it began. Tha miners of Morris county, N. 
J., to the number of 1500, struck last week 
for an advance of 25 cents a day wages. This 
strike has thrown about one thousand other 
persons, chiefly teamsters, out of employment, 
and, is still unadjusted. The journeymen 
carpenters of Philadelphia demand $3 per 
day, of ten hours,commencing on Monday .— 
They bave been receiving $2.75 per day.

The coun- 
try trade, we are glad to learn, is improving, 
and what is even more ‘satisfactory, collec- 
tions are more easily made. While this 
improvement iz manifert, it may be mentioned 
as a sign of the healthful character of trade, 
that the transactions are chiefly in smaller 
quantities than formerly, and make less show 
ot a great volume of business, the aggregate 
amount, it is believed, will foot up at the end 
ot the season more nearlyto that of last sea- 
son than was generally estimated a month 
ago. Prices of desirable staple productions 
are generally maintained, while old goods, or 
low grades are dull and difficult of sale.— 
Cotton goods are in fair request, at little 
variation in prices. Woolens are heavy, ex- 
cept for new styles of cassimers, which are 
in good demand for immediate consumption. 
The market for foreign goods 1s depressed, 
the supply being largely in excess of the 
current demand, and it now seeme scarcely 
possible that those engaged in that branch of 
dry goods trade can escape severe loss. This 
isa point worth considering in connection 
with the customs revenue, which is likely to 
fall offin the immediate future in consequence,

‘A correspondent of the Indianapalis Journal de- 
scribesa frightful tragedy which he says occurred 
near Peru, iudiana, atew days since. man sold his 
farm for $i4,vuu, aud wentto Peru,to deposit his 
money. Hediu not reach his destination until the 
banks were closed, and so stepped at a hotel until the 
next morning. He awoke in tue night with a strong 
presentiment that something had yone wrong witn 
nis family, and was with difiiculty persuaded to re- 
turn to bed by two of his neighbors who occupied the 
same room, In the courge of half.an honr be ugain 
woke, and persisted on going home, His friends ac- 
companied him, On reaching his house he found the 
doors lovked and heard a noise within.

retreat, as the main body ot Indians, fifteen hundred 
strong, was before them, composed of Camanches, 
Kickapoos, Lipans and Muscaleros. fhe soldiers lost 
put ove killed, tive wounded and four missing. . 
» Afewdays agoa young lady, named Lizzie Rabin- 
son, hada narrow escape from being cuptured bya 
party of marauding Indians. She was.standing on 
the bank of a creek, on her father’s plantation (about 
forty milcs from here), when she saw & band of Indi- 
ans appreaching, ecreting herself beneath the 
shelter of the bank, the whole party passed to within 
afew feet of her, driving before theina quantity of 
horses and cattle belonging to her neighbors,; — 

This expedition was undertaken and accomplished 
more than one hundred, miles within the line of the 
United States forts. Their number makes th. m auda- 
cious, all the Indians from the northern i:yntier 


having emigrated to the plains of Texas.

Chase has issued the folowing regulation :—* Under 


in Bankruptcy is vested in the District Oourts of the 
United States, Supreme Courts of the Territories and 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, and 
no person can be appointed who is not a counselor-at- 
law. Theduty of recommending and nominating to 
the District Poyrts and other courts mentioned in 
the act, of surtadle pereppe or appointment, {sim- 
osed on the Chief Justice of the United States, and 
Bon gress having now adjourned without acting upon 
the bill introduced Into the Senate to repeal this pro- 
vision, ha will proceed to carry it into @tfect. To in- 
sure, ag far as practicable, the selection of fit men for 
Registers, the Chief Juatio® will require in every case 
where his recommendation and nomination isdesired, 
first, a certificate from the Clerk or. Judge of the 
proper district or territorial court, or of same State 
court, of the record under seal of the court, that the 
entleman named therein is a counselor of the said 
oust; snd, secondly, thestatement in what Congres- 
sional district or Territory's the genatiman proposed 
resides, and far what districtor Territory, and for 
what Judicial district the recommendation and nom- 
ination is desired ; and, thirdly. letters from business 
and professional men of the District, state, or Terri- 
tory, who have the confidence of their fellow citizens; 
each of which letters must youch distinctly and fully 
for the gentleman named, inrespect to his profes-. 
Bional knowledge and abilities; secondly in respect- 
to his personal integrity; sod, thirdly, in 
his general business capacity. > -_ 
“Yn additiun to these, when the State is represent- 
ed in Congress, similar letters, if they can be had, are 
desired from the Represenstativas of the district,and 
the Senatars or Territorial Delegates. No memorials 
etitions or recommendations, signed by others than 
he writer, are required. Al] letters uvon which any 
recommendation may be made. will be filed by the 
Chief Justice in the office of the Clerk of tha Supreme 
Coart of the United States.‘ Nominations and recom- 
mendations founded pon testimony furnished as, 
above required, will be Made as earlyas practiceabld 
after the same shall haye been received. = at 
“Ifmore than one gentleman in any di t 
Territory is thus commended to him, the Chief Justice 
will exercise his discretion in muking the selection.

Letter from ‘‘ Steele Penne. 
Ins 
“of NUMBER ONE. i j 
: Saturday ‘waned~into a beautiful evening, 
so after -baving disposed ‘of a -Washington 
poarding-house dinner I-concladed to take a 
jaunt outside of the Washington city limits, 
and see what spring had done toward decora- 
ting the woods and fields. Northward of the 
celty and about three miles distant 13 tha Sol- 
diers’? Home, buried in woods and nestled in 
flowers and shrobbery, and asa well made 
road leads thereto I was soon plodding my 
way thither. Passing -by the Corcoran Es- 
tate, a wide, wild, dingy, badly-cared-for 
tract, with jast enough attention bestowed on 
It to make it look shabby and uninoviting, I 
Was soon upon the higher grounds oyurlook- 
ing the surrounding country. 

To the right stretched a chain of forts, 
commanding every gorge and ravine and pass 
to the city, which but a short time since were 
buay with life and equipped with a full com- 
plement of battle’s paraphrenalia—now all 
depopulated, dismantled and‘abandoned, with 
nothing but a bare pele pointing skyward, 
which, stripped of the beantiful ensign which 
used to flannt and flutter from its helght, now 
seemed a tall, gaunt skeleton, the grim and 
solitary sentinel of the past. Southward the 
Spires ot the city flashed in the sun, whilst 
the great white dome of the Capitol swelled 
ap to the blue, and impressed you with its 
vastness, even in the distance. Go where 
you will around Washington, and that great 
dome seems ever near you, for you cau 
scarcely imagine anything that appears so 
large and so marked jn outline to be so far 
away. The Potomac forming a background 
to this picture of spir:s and dome, flashed in 
silver and orange, and slightly lifting its great: 
grey veil, revealed a glimpse ot Fort Wash- 
ington, fifteen miles distant, and the sweeping 
curve on the right that holds tho grava of. him 
after whom the Fort was named. 

North of me the sloping hill sides, where 
Early spread out his rebel forces during the 
memorable seige of Washington in the sum- 
mer of '64, smiled in the golden glow of sun- 
shine, and the farmer’s plow was busy with 
the earth that had been trodden by the rebel 
heel or cut by the. heavy artillery. Cattle 
were grazing where-regiments had been ep- 
camped, and the milkmaid sang along the 
very path made by che sentinel. It seemed 
as though Nature itself was in this change, 
and at this close ot the lenten season, vas 
awakening trom its despondency and joining 
man in his rejoicings tor the resurrection of 
the days of yore, x 

An hour’s slow walk, and I am at the Sol- 
diers’ Rest, a large, massive, cutstone edifice,: 
partly encircled with cottages and outhouses, 
and picketed with woods of chestnut and onk’ 
——with its immediate grounds laid out in 
serpentine walks and drives, and planted with 
choice shrodbery and flowers. Here a nom 
ber of old soldiers of 1812 are well cared for, 
and seem to live very comfortably and very 
happy. You may know them by their semi- 
navy caps, short jackets and loose pants of. 
regalation blue. And there they livo, sur-: 
rounded by the beautiful, and smoke their 
pipes and tell their ** thrice told tales,’— — 
“ Weep o’er their wounds and deeds of carnage donee 
Shoulder the crutch, and show how fields are won,” | 
Flanking this building is that occupied by the 
President ef the United States as a summer. 
residence, & neat, unostentatious, yet pleasant 
looking house or cottage, with just enough of. 
Gothic finish to make it pretty, and destitute 
of that jagged, haphazzard, chaotic compound 
which so often distinguish this style of arch. 
{tecture, The place bas an Inviting look, and 
the entrance with its broad, half comic ex- 
pression, seems to greet the visitor witha 
welcome atthe portal. It must be a luxury 
for a man, harassed by official duties, and 
bounded by hordes of hungry office ssekers, 
to seek shelter and repose in such a quiet, 
lovely place, and over his dinner and bis 
cigar, forget the din of public lite, and feel 
for the time the quiet and the joys of home. 
Another conspicuous cottage deserves notice. 
This was occupied by Jefferson Davis when 

| be was Secretary of War, who no doubt here 
in the quiet, with those of ilka kin, hatened 
discord and plotted treason. I never visit 
this beautiful place but I think of the Garden 
of Eden, and this man Davis helps to carry 
out the fancy, as the devi] who entered thera 
to blast and ruin, and usurp the place and 
power of bis master. , 

A few rods horthward and across the bigh- 
way {is the Soldiers’ Cemetery, flanked on ong 
side by woods, and on tbeother flush with thd 
main road that leads to the Capitol. The en- 
trance is at the western extremity and beside 
the gateway Is a pretty and substantial cottage 
where the person in charge resides. Although 
it has been erected but a short time, it nas 
the apperrance of considerable age from its 
surroundings, for the shrubbery almost hides 
it from the road, and the flowers have climbed 
lovingly over it, clustering around its narrow 

windows are nestling under {ts protrnding 
eaves, A tablet on tha front bears the fol. 
lowing inscription: wae 
‘On Fame’s eternal camping grounds 
Their silent tents are spread ; 
And Glory guarda with solemn roun 
The bivouac of the dead.” 

You enter on the left through the passage 
where the hearses daily and hourly bear their 
burdens fo the graves which had been dug era 
the comers died, and when’nothing save the 
short, sbarp volley of the firing squad told 
that earth had teken-to- her maternal bosom 
another soldier. Bat the hearse no longer 
goes thither, nor is there tow an empty 
Rrave gaping tor an. occupant—for this city 
of the dead 18 filled, and each street, ‘and 
block, and corve, and angle is..jnbabited.— 
There is bo nnoccupied territory here; death 
has claimed every rud, and populated it’. with 
his victims., Upon entering the cemetery 
you are strock with the contrast as compared 
witb, thosa you have seen. There is nothing 
gloomy here—nothing repulsive, nothing 
cheerless, and you at once become impressed 
with a feeling pleasant and subdued. You 
find yourself surrounded by a spell, dreamy; 
mysterfous and yet altogether grateful. You 
torget the bloody flelds, the fevered hospitals 
and the famine dens, and think only of the | 
sweet sleep of reat after trial and the refresh- 
{pg morning of the Day Eternal. - 
’ The gravesare urranged in blocks, similar 
to the bouses of a. closely built city, the 
streets crossing each other at right angles, 
and they are placed just close enough ta ap- 
pear comfortable (it I may ‘use the ‘word) 
and not crowded. The walks are wide and 
clean, nicely graded gnd gravelled, and you 
can approach any grave in. this vast ceme-' 
tery, (andthere are many thonsands) from 
some one of them. No foot need tread upon 
the earth that presses’ upon the pulseless 
bosom beneath. It is truly a Coamopoliten 
City of the Dead as you my see by the in- 
scriptions—for every grave gives the name, 
company, regiment and State from which he 
came, of {t8 occupant. And there they Me. 
Tho rugged Irishman, the lymphatic German, 
the bony Swede, the reticient negro, and tha 
intellectual Yankee here have been - gathered 
together, The gray haired sire who gave the 
remnant of his life te the country that pro- 
tected him in the fulness of manbood, and 
the fair hafred, blue eyed youth who went 
into the ranks with a mother’s kiss ‘upon his 
lips and a mother’s prayer for bis return, have 
buen gathered in Hone, company mixed with 
company, regiment. with regiment, bigade 
witb brigade, to await the great’ roll call of.

Sxro. 1. Beit enacted, &c.,: That on the 
general election tobe beld on the secona 
Tuesday of October, Anno Domini one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-seven, and tri- 
snnially thereafter, at such election; the’ 
qualifiod electors of the..several counties of 
this Commonwealth ghall elect, in the manner 
now provided by law, for the election of other 
county officers, two sober, intelligent and 
judicious persons to serve as jury commisston- 
ers, in each of said counties, for the period of 
three years, ensuing their election; but the, 
same person or persons shall not be ‘eligible 
for re-election more than oncein any period 
of six years; Prodided, That each of said 
qualified electors’ shall vote for!one person 
only as jury commissioner, and the two per- 
sons having the greatest number of votes for 
Jury Commissioner shall be duly. elected jury, 
commissioners for such county. oc...

It shall be the duty of said -jary- 
commissioners to meet at the seat of justice

first made application to Chiet-Justice Chase 
for a writ of habeas corpus in favor of Davis, 
but the Chief Justice, it seems, declined to 
receive or countenance their request, and 
gave his reasons very fully to the applicants.

It is prob- 
able that the percentage of timber required 
in Germany is less than would be necessary 
In the level regions of our own section, ab 
mountatos oxert an SarpoKtank influence upon:

The tullowing interesting account of the 
influence of timber upon rainfall and springs 
Js taken from Boussingault’s Rural Ecouoms: 

“The Wolf-spring in the Communeof Sou- 
bey, France, furnishes a remarkable instance- 
of the influence of woods upon fountains. A 
few years ago this spring did not exist, At 
the place where it nuw rises, a small thread of . 
water was observed, after very long rains, out 
the stream disappeared with the rain, The 

spot 1s inthe middle of ‘a very steep pasture; 
inclining to the South. Eighty years ago the 
owner of ‘fhe land perceiving that some; firs: 
were shooting up in the upper part.of. it, de- 
termined to let them grow, and thay formed | 
& flourishing grove. As soon as they were: 
well grown, a fine spring appeared fn place. at 
the occasional rill, and farnished abundant: 
water in the longest drought. For forty’ ‘of! ; 
fifty years this apring was considered thé beat 
§n Ulos-du-Doubs. A few years since, the 
‘grove was felled, and the ground turted again 
toa pasture. ‘I ‘he spritg disappeared with 
the wood, and Is now as dry as it was ninety 
years ago.

There are cases. within avery one’s 
recollection in which all other mvans of arriv- 
ing at the subtly hidden truth were, almost 
to dembnstration, -exhausted. “All must re- 
membor questions so encumbered with con- 
flicting itestimony—so- clothed with deeper 
darkness through thecraft of paid advocacy— 
that they had to befdismissed from earthly tri- 
bunals to-abide the flat of the Judge who never 
errs, before whom the inner witness, so mute, 
8o reticent here, speaks out unbidden.: : 
Whether the machinery of modern Jaw, 
constructed, as it apparently. is, with the view 
of rendertng as difficult as possible any appeal 
to conscience, be wholly sound in Principle, 
it does not enter into our purpose to discuss. 
It 18 impossible, however, not to admire the 
results such appeals haye produced; and tho 
drawing theaa, or some of them, into juxtapo- 
sition with the issues OF moduru-toquirs, 
bejneither uninteresting nor uninstructive. 
At thé head of these may be placed (taking 
them in their order of tiie) the three. groat 
examples,—too familfar to need more than 
mention,—the judgment of Solomon, that ot 
Danis}(not to be confounded with the prophet) 
in tho! case of Susannah,.and that of the 
Saviour: in-regard’ to the woman taken in 
adnitery. ‘his was the crowning instance. ‘It 
needed more than man to avert from a crim- 
inal thus convicted her merited doom. He 
called the ‘‘inner witness’ to -her aid; and, 
as she went forth,—it is to be hoped, indeed, 
“to sin {no more,”’—one feels that the. calm, 
sorrowful majesty of that forgiveness. must 
have been more heart-piercing than the sover- 
ast sentence of the law, F ‘ 
Analogous to such appeals are those ad-. 
dressed to another deeply rooted sentiment, 
—the sense of shame. A wise self-knowledge 
prompted the warlike Spartans to substitute: 
for city walls: and bulwarks, the arms. and 
courage, of their citizens. Cowardice, in that 
age one:of the worst of crimes, was visited 
with a punishment seemingly slight, in reality 
terrible, It wags. pronounced degrading to 
seek alliance with one who had proved recre- 
ant.- He was compelled to wear garments of 
a particular hue ; his beard wag shaven on one 
side only ; and any ons meeting him in a-pub- 
llc path was at liberty to strike him, without 
suffering retort jn act or word. : 
. After, Lenctra, where the Spartans were 
defeated by the Thebans under Epaminondas, 
a curious difficulty arose. So large a part ot 
the Spartan force had participated in a dis- 
graceful fligbt, that the Dphorj—those noble,

hand the balance between kingly power and

at the end of twenty years from that date,—

liberates 2,600,000 slaves, an emancipation 
abont half eqnal to that made by the United 
States during the war. All the great Christian 
powers of the earth now acknowledge the 
manhood of man.

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THE REWARD OF CRIME. 


There wasa time when to be virtuous was 
reapectable in this community: and when men 
-bequeathed to their ‘children asa ldgaey above 
‘price the inheritance ‘of a good nama—a time: 
(when public virtue and personal integrity wont 
‘hand \in hand, and rogues, were shunned and 
pointed at’ ss ‘examples to deter the- young 
from a life of infamy. Justice was not made 
a mockery then to the aristocratic thief who 
had stolen his halfa million. He conid not 
purchase with it the aid of corrupt pardon- 
brokers. .Thoft was called theft, and crime 
crime, and the good old proverb “Honesty is 
the best policy’’. had not come into contempt, 
and been sconted at by Chief Magistrates as 3 
snare and delusion. But what shall we say of 
these latter days, when the the swindling con- 
tracturs of the war roli along the Avenue in 
emblazoned carriages without having been 
imprisoned a day or fined a dollar for their: 
crimes; when the most expert and dangerous 
counterieiters of our public securities are set 
at large for a price paid to the pardon. broker ; 
and when such villai-a as Salumou Kohn- 
stamm are let off witha paltry punishment 
and restored to the enjoyment of their stolen 
treasure? What can men of honor say that 
ia severe enouga of the President of the 
‘United States tor this last most nefarious 
abuse of the pardoning power? What re 
proaches can be framed by upright judges 
and honorable public officers generally that 
witl sufficiently attest indignation at the re- 
.ward which bas been paid by him to Kohn- 
stamm for his appalling career of fraud? If 
‘there ev-r was a cuse utterly withouta re- 
deeming teature, it is this. Men steal clothes 
to cover their own nakeduess or that of their 
families, or food to save t:' emselves trom 
Starvation, and their very wretchedneas pleads 
for pardon; but this toan stole, aud forged, 
and suborned perjury when he was already 
rich, and hud ov incentive but the gratifica. 
tlon of his-own-depraved heart to urge him 
on. He wasa maletactor fram choice, not 
necessity. He was not tempted, but tempted 
the poor ignorant to commit crime, and did 
not vven share the plander with them. The 
ill-gotten gains were al] his. His barvest was 
reaped when thy country could least afford to 
have such gleaners at work. Wheod our young 
men were dying by .bousands in battle, when 
debt was being piled on us mountain high, 
when we most needed the hulp of guud men, 
and their tribute ip money, this yatupire was 
at bis work. He filled bis coffers at the price 
of thy bleeding country, and every ,dullar he 
atole was almost like a drop of biovud, He 
(easted our disbursing «fficers, and filled them 
with wine, that he might thu easiur rub them 
or the public funds in their charge ; be se- 
duced then trom ineir seuse o1 bunor, that be 
might muke them sliure in bis crime, aud he 
sept.bis rugners into every bver shop aud res- 
taurant in tho city to delude ignorant men in- 
to torswearing themselves for a pititul sum of 
money.: Fortwo years he ran bis course ol 
orime unchecked and robbed the Goverument 
of about a quarter ota milliun, and made ita 
bye-word and reproach, and created the belief 
that thete was no judge that be could nut buy, 
and no public official whoin he could not se 
duce. Woaen be felt the end approaching, be 
spread a magnificent banqu: t at Dulmonico’s, 
aud gathered together the Uoited States Dis— 
trict-Atlorney, the County District-Attorney, 
the Provast.Marshall General, represeatatives 
of the professions, merchants of standing, aud 
officers of the army, aud be made murry vith 
‘his friends.” Then came wis arrest, and, 
after many wonths, his trial, biy couviction 
and septence, and the Court, in pronuuncing 

this, recited with real indignation the cata- 
logue ofjuis crimes in these words: 


“Judge Nelson—The offense of which you hava 
been convicted isone thatcan be committed only 
upon deliberation and retlection. It required time 
and preparation, a knowledge of the business of pre- 
paring claims against the Government, and skill in 
getting up the proper documentary proofin support 
of them ; itrequired, also, the assistance and coopera- 
tion of other persons in furtherance of the fraudu- 
lent purpose. It has noua of the mitigating circum- 
atances attending a crime committed in haste or on 
a sudden impulse or thoughtlessness, but is the result 
of deliberate judgmentin choosing betwaon a life of 
transgression and crime and thatof virtue, respec- 
tability, and honor. Beside the aggravation of de- 
liberation and reflection attending the perpetration 
of the caime, your position in society and wealth wera 
used to tampt and Corsupt the more humble,ignorant 
aud dependent within the circle of your inliuence.— 
For months yon hadim your office and employ de- 
pandents who were engaged in huntifg up these claims 
againut the Government, not only hunting them up, 
but procuring,under your direction, papers and docu- 
ments to give them the appearance of honest and 
genuine ctaims, Ifthere was any ingredient of truth 
in these claims the amount ,was grossly exaggerated 
—in many of them the papers in support of the claim 
and the claim itself were an entire fabrication, Many 
ofthe persons whose names you usedin getting up 
these papers were imposed upon—many names were 
forged, many faise oaths were taken~indeed, your 
offense involved in its perpetration, in almost every 
instance that has come before us, the crimes of for- 
gery and perjury of others, of the wagea 6f which you 
have bean the recipient. The magnitude of these 
frauds upon the Governmentis appalling. A person 
witnessing your trial,and hearing the evidence in 
the case would almost come to the conclusion ‘that the 
disbursing office of the Governmentin this city was 
established for the payment of false and fraudulent, 
rather than genuine and honest claims againat it.— 
There are many other indictments, we are informed, 
already found against youfor similar offenses. For 
the present, at least, you will not be tried upon them 
—perhaps never. Indeed, we hopa that during the 
somewhat tong imprisonmant we feel compelled to 
fix for this offense, your retiections and conduct may 
work contrition and reformation, and that when you 
come outof your continement you may be able to sat- 
isfy the Government and the community that punish- 
mont has already had its perfect work, and that 
further infliction would becruelty, You will realize 
during your imprisonment that the ways of the trana- 
gressor are hard—yon will bacoarsely fed and coarse- 
ly clad—your association will be among malefactors 
and felons, fellow beings who have forteited by their 
crimes allthe associations and enjoyments, and, in- 
deed, almost all tha charitics of civilized society ; 
scarcely any consolation is left but one—the oppor- 
tunity of retiection, of contrition, of humbling your- 
selfin sincere sorrow for the past, and of resolution 
of amendment of your life in the tuture. The Court 
sentence yeu to imprisonment in the State Prison, at 
Sing Sing, at hard labor for the period of ten years,” 
The prisuner was then removed,

C. & P.R.K., werd laid waste by uprooting 
the principal part of his shade trees. ie 
Tho Delaware was very high, but no mishaps 
have been learned of, the water from above 
not having reached the city. 
_—Of the storm in Chester county, 
says:—Rain commenced falling in Wost 
Chester on Tuesday morning last, and con- 
tinued almost constantly until Wednesday 
night—at times coming down intorrents. Of 
course the Braudywine and different streams 
of Chester county were very much swollen, 
and . some damage was done by the overflow 
of flelds, washing away fonces, &c. Some of 
thostreams, we are informed, were as high as 
they "have been for many years. Many of 
tho- fordings on the Brandywine wers im- 
passible. At Jefferis’ Ford, on that stream, 
it Was not safe to cross on Wednesday morn-

The tord- 
ings below, Sager’s, Painter’s, Brinton’s, &c., 
were in the samé condition. One gentleman,.

advice to several parties who were about 
making the attempt to cross, was not to rua 
the risk. They, . very sousibly, took his ad- 
vice, Rafls, wood and brush were swept. off, 
and of course parties living along the creek 
suffered somewhat. ae : : 

Taylor’s run, where it crosses the road one 
mile north “of West Chester, had ovorflown 
and filled the road with such a body of water 
thatit was almost impossible to get past in a 
vehicle. ; : 

Kersey Shoemaker,on Valley Creek, in 
West Whiteland, had a Jarge pile of crossties 
and other timber that he had recently pur 
chased fromthe Penna. Rail Road, carried 
away by the overflow of water on that stream. 

Arthur Rogers, West Brandywine, had 
nearly all the soil from his corn field washed 
away. A culvert on the pike at his farm 
where a smallstream crosses had become 
damaged, and the water instead of running 
off in its proper channel, washed over his 
field, carrying the loose soil with it. There 
is nodoubt many other farmers in Chester 
county, willsuffer considerably by having 
their corn-flelds washed. A great many, how-

The water nearly 
covered tbe bridge at the east end of Market 
street, and extended several hundred yards 
up the road towards Gallows Hill.

High Water in the Susquehanna—Great 
Destruction of Property. —The Lancaster £x- 
press of May 9th, says: The heavy rains of 
the past few days have swollen the streams to 
a Very considerable extent, and great destruc- 
tion of property is apprehended along the 
banks of the Susquehanna. At, Marietta and 
Columbia, Wednesday evening, the river com- 
menced rising, and by midnight it was mak- 
ing three to four inches an hour, and continu. 
ed to increase until this morning when, at our 
last accounts, it was making seven inches an 
hour. At Marictta some twenty lumber rafts 
were carried away,and at Columbia seven- 
teen, the value of which is between fifty and 
sixty thousand dollars. 

Of its effects in Philadelphia the North 
American says :—The water in the Schuylkill 
ou Wednesday morning took the dimensions 
of afreshet. At the head waters of that cap- 
ricious stream the late showers have been 
very heavy. The little rills were swollen, tho 
hills shed into them torrents of rain, and .the 
volume ‘of the stream to its confluence with 
the Delaware was enormously swollen. .The 
current, yosterday,’as it passed the dam, 
made the sullen roar of a miniature Niagara. 
The wheel-houses at Fairmount were oyer- 
flowed, and up the stream, as far as upper 
Manayunk, everything along the banks was 
under water. in the new house at Fairmount, 
in which the new turbine wheels are placed, 
there. were three feet ot water on Wednesday 
morning, the Almshouse meadows were over- 
flowed, the tow-path of the Schuylkill Naviga- 
tion Cumpany was under water, and numerous 
buildings thereto adjacent. might have joined 
in singing, ‘‘I’am afloat, I?m afloat.’’ . The 
well known tavern of Jerry King was insulat 
ed, the waters rising to the level of the front 
porch, while a time-honored “grocery,’’ just 
south of the wire bridge, was so vested that 
the occupants were obliged to take refuge in 
the second story. 

Very little damage was done along the 
wharves. People had romoved all perishable 
property... Some lumber was washed away, 
and one canal boat, driven from her moorings,

.We live in an age of galvanism. The 
chemist, the druggist, the artisan, the politi-, 
cian, the preacher—all are adepts in tho 
galvanizing process.

Home-made Superphosphate of Lime. 

Abel Chandler, of Concord, gives the fol- 
lowing direationa through the Country Gen- 
tleman for. making what be calla “<Home-made 
Supherphospliate of Lime :?? ; Nae 
~ If any one donbts the value of phosphoric 
acid for growing Indian Corn, be had better 
make a few pounds, then he willbe sure it is 
of good quality, and give it a trial, and If he 
does not find it to give corn a good start, and 
push it ahead all through the seayon, when 
only applied with thoseed, then he may be 
pretty well assurred that his land is rich 
enough in phosporic acid already, and does 
not need any more. It can be very easily 
made. Putafew bones in a hot fire—the 
kitchen cooking stove is as good as. any—and 

- burn them till upon breaking one it will be of 
a white or light gray color., After. they have 
become cool, break them up and. grind thom 
on a flat stone or anything elsa more conve- 
nient, only be sure they are ground as fine as 
flour, if possible. Weigh this fine powder—. 
bone ash—and put-it into.an earthen-ware 
bow] or disb, or an old wooden water pail, and 
add enough cold water to it to make it thor- 
oughly wet; then set out doors, and for each 
pound of the dry bone ash, carefully add 
three-quartezs of a pound of sulphuric acid 
—that is, for four pounds of dry bone ash 
and threes ponnds of sulphuric acid—it will 
foam and steam like -slaking lime, and must 
be continually atirred with ‘a ‘stick till it is 
done steaming. 

If there was not too much water put to the 
dry bone ash, it will new be about of the con-' 
sistency of paste; after standing a day or two 
with frequent stirring, it will become nearly 
dry enough to handle, and will have become 

‘ quite hard, nnless very often stirred; at any 
rate there will be many hard lumps in it, 
which must be ground up fine again, at the 
same time adding enough dry wood ashes’ or 
dry loam to makoit dry enough tohandle.— 
It is now ready for.nse. Put a large table. 
spoonful in each hill of corn at the time of 
planting, and if it acta as it has on my corn 
for four years past, it will cause the corn to 
come up quicker and better, with.a broad, 
dark green feaf, and push it ahead all through 
the season, and. make it ripen ‘at least, ten 
days earlier than anything olsa that can: be 
put in the hill—excepting, perhaps, good old 
manure. It will not {njure the sead in. the 
least, even if itiscovered with it, for there 
is neither nitrogen or ammonia,’or common 
salt in it—ammonia to give it a “smoll,”? and 
salt to make It so strong as to kill the seed 
if it comes in contact with it.

THE FATALITY ATTENDING DISTINGUISHED 
MBN.—It is s singular and yet very palpable fact, 
that so many of our distinguished men sacrifice in 
their riper and growing years all that a marked 
course of life aided. them in accomplishing, These 
sacrifices are generally made upon the altar. of ambi- 
tion, or because of an insatiable but fatally misdirect- 
ed yearning for eontinued oradditionalfame, Letus 
review a few of the most noteworthy cases, and con- 
tinue them down.to the present hour. John Tyler 
was once esteamed as a wiseyman ; this’ esteem gaye. 
him a Vice Presidency 3 accident made him President: 
ambition sought to continue him as such, but the 
fatality of which we speak gave such a diréction to 
that ambition as to make him an apostate, and there- 
after he was rot esteemed of men, ‘ Webster was a 
great and leading. statesman, always. prominently 
before the people for their support, but always failed 
before politiciaus—then himself turned the greatest 
politician af them all—countenanced the apostacy of 
Tyler, and prophetically. seeing hia deom, ha dea- 
pairingly cried *' Where amI toga??? He had not 
the courage to gv out of uffice, Van Buren wona 
Presidency by a life of consistent Democracy ; its 
attainment only sharpened ambition, and failing in 
this he sought revenge in apostacy the opposite to 
that of Tyler’s—won the revenge, but was himsolf, 
by the effort, eternally buried, John Bell was tho 
recognized exponent of a once popular national senti 
ment, a conservative one itistrue, but hia ambition 
was not as Conservative as hia principles, and he reap- 
ed his reward in treason, drunkenness and oblivion. 
Fillmore was an accidental President greatly admired 
for hisadministrative abilities; he sought to convince 
the people beyond their will, realized only disappoint-. 
ment, begame weak and vascillating, and was wiped 
out with the tirst breath of rebellion, Buchanan was 
thought a ripe statesman, was elacted President by a 
then unprecedented vote; sought a re-elaction, toad- 
ied to the South, wou the brands of moral coward 
and traitor, and now, in disgraceful obscurity, apolo- 
gizes for the grand mistake of hia life, without for- 
giveness or commiszeration coming from 8 loyal soul. 
Breckinridge wae only’ a more youthful prototype, 
followed the footsteps of his decrepid leader, won ob- 
security a6 & proverbially non-competent rebel, and ja 
- now a pitiful yet unpitied exile, Andrew Johnson, by 
_ what appeared consistent’ loyalty just prior to and 
during the war, won the second seat in the nation— 
death put him the tirst—to his view a cushion of roses; 
ambition pointed to,a.continued luxury, but ambitjon 


misdirected made him drunken, kuavish, traitorous, 


and his seat ia already anesat of thorns. He in hated. 


uow as was Caligula of old; hated and despised by 
those thatinnocently fed his ambition, William H. 
Seward was the idol of men whose proudest boast was 
& life-long adherence to principle. Hewas placed in 
a position where he'cauld apply those principles; am- 
bition whispered that tho position wasa little higher 
—he believed, atooped to conquer, waa himaelf con- 
quered,and has now only ‘the usual fate in prospect. 
Of all the mea ‘named, none ever did or: ever will 
fully recover, ; ae ye é 


We have a different class, of -which we need only 
describe two representative typed. Henry Ward 
Beecher was justly regarded as one of the most elo- 
quent apostles of liberty. Ina momentary weakness 
perhaps a warning of the fatality which we are dis- 
cussing—he dropped, consistency. and apologized for 
the apostacy of Johnson, Just then he served as a 
good mirror In which the public mind was reflected,— 
The great public is at frst credulous,next wary, and 
last ready te damn or forgiva, just as circumstances 
dictate. The people loved Beecher’s earnest advoca- 
cy, pitied or despised hia weakness, but smiled and 
forgave when by his own effort harecovered, He was 
forgiven because Beecher was himself again before 
the public had time to say “‘ Jack Robinson” either 
individually orin chorus, *»* * Horace Greeley 
hag thfoughout a long life enjoyed a large share of 
the public attention, and: was most rapidly winning, 
asthe result of an energetic and consistent antago- 
nism to slavery, an exaited public admiration—all the 


more exalted because it was won in spite of many of | affirmed 


those whose desire it was to withhold it, Greeley is 
perhaps the best living editorial advocate of « princi- 
pyle. He is able, porsistent, courageous, and just 
adapted to auch advocacy, It seems that beyond this 
he should not go, for he is uot so good at practically 
applying as he is ‘at practically arguing, Hle has 
gither too-much or too littio in hinr, and seems una- 
ble to anticipate inevitable consequences, Greeley 
was in ability, in labor, and in opportunities for labor 
the very head aud front of the anti-slavery movement. 
In the earlier stages of his opposition to the institu- 
tion he knew no .compromisa, and aa each successive 
bargain—the, work of other men-fel!, Greeley rose, 
and the principles ha advocated advanced, But-auc- 
cess Reems for the time to have robbed him of that 
spirit of adherence which made him great. Hoe saw 
the long coveted death of slavery, but sadly encugh, 
offered to compromise atits sepulchre, He thought 
that as he’had carried on the anti-slavery war, he 
was the proper one to close it; forgetting that its 
close was and should have beon the result of acta be- 
yond tho control of’any single man. Let ussee where 
Greeley missteppéd:'In the war, ho struggled for 
immediate emancipation ;—the proclamation iasued, 
his,task was done, and he made the grand mistake of 
supposing the task of the nation also done.. He thens 
in the height of a, grand struggle, gave us homilies 
of Peace, He painted it in calars brighter than our 
golden grain, and predicted its approach as nearer 
than the ripening of the seed. War was neeless; 
Peaco was always desirable, Neither statement was 
then true ; itwas only true that success had demor- 
alized Greeley—a demoralization the opposite to that 
of defeat, but producing results much the same.— 
With the zeal of a newly found mission, he sought to 
nogotiate, and with negotiation began Greeley’s first 
palpable display of weakness, He advised a cessation 
of hostilities go that he might make peace; he won 
from Mr. Lincoln a reluctant ‘'To Whom it may 
QGoncern:,’ in which was doubtless one of Lincoln'a 
dry Jokes, tha point revealing the fact that it 
didn’t concern Greeley. Sanders, Jewettand Thomp 
son Were at that time in Canada, conspiring with the 
Chicago Democratic Convention, and since alleged to 
have been conspiring for the capture or death of our 
President.’ Greeley knew nothing of this, but Gree- 
ley’s folly led him to trust these menand to negotiate 
with them. Theresult was a moat damaging failure, 
The failure only changed the direction of his offer- 


ings, and desires for peace and compromise were soon’ 


mooted in Richmond; All whoimplicitly trusted the 
man were dupes, and in greater or less degree shared 
his demoralization, Greeley thought that asslavery 
was down, all else was, trifling ; he couldn’t realize 
that it required some hammering. to keepit down,— 
Siavery was asthe Fathor of Treason; the Father waa 
upon hia back, lifeless we admit, hut his youthful and 
more vigdrous Son was standing guard over hia 
remains, Tho nation blushed at Greeley’s offer, and 
only the flush of joy at the final and honorable victory 
ot our arms was sufficient to supplant that blush.— 
Greeley waa blind to it, for the blindness of migdi- 
rected zeal may be as.bad asthatof madness, Then 
came manhood puifrage, the legitimate result of lib- 
erty—indisputably good and right initself~but it was 
not manly to comyramise it, or make it dependent 
‘upon abargain, Greeley coupled it with universal 
amnesty, thinking that they could pull together, and 
that it was stil] his task to nogotiate a settlement of 
all our troubles, Another failure, and with it no re- 
turning wisdom, Then followed the deserved con” 
Hnement of our '' Prisoner of State,’’—the despert 
dyed criminal produced by the rebellion, He was 
kept in confinement without trial, not because the 
nation didn’t want him tried, but because it was the 
policy of Johnson and Seward tb tire out such men ag 
Horace Greoley, and eventually get themto counsel 
bia release, Greelay was the dupe, and Greeley’s folly 
now formathe’only veil which screens the design of 
Johnson, He pavedthe path which Johnaon hadlong 
befora marked out, but in his innocence could not see 
whose labor he was doing, He became the voluntary 
bail of Jefferson Davis, and thereby thwarted the 
ambition of only one of the many thouganda of exul- 
tant copperheads, who were but too anxious to thus 
repeat their love for treason, All this is the result of 
some inordinate longing for additional fame—a long- 
ing begot of former success. As an advocate Grecley 
has lost none of his ability ; hia folly consisted in the 
fact that he supposed he was good at somathing else, 
He will always live in the grand truths he has utter- 
ed, inthe life-long earnestness he has manifested— 
for earnestness rightly directed is as graat as it is 
littla when wrongly pursued, He can yet recover, 
because ‘the people doubt not his honesty; they brit 
pity his folly. He had, now that he haa capped the 
climax of his diplomatic madnesa, better imitate the 
example of Beecher, forin an honest confession and 
retraction even the Kind soul of Greeley can tind 
comfort, The punishment of Davis without trial was 
perhaps oppressive—if you can oppress a man desery- 
ing death by feeding him on tho fattest of oysters 
—but the deduction that his release should follow is 
not sound, and it was acting upon the deduction that 
made Greeley the subjeat of public condemnation, 
Mr. Greeley may think thia but another '' Howl of 
the Phariaeces,’? and may agaln forget how pharigal- 
eal his own conduot looka—how more than convine- 
ing it would be to those who loved the man less and 
appearances more. It was not a proper form for a 
representative of freedom to lift from the grave, agit 
ware, the arch representative of the crime of treason, 
but Greeley {isthe man of all others whoshould stem 
the fate wa haye endeavored to desoribe, and befora 
which any, other man: would haye succumbed, We 
have faith that he will yet do it; that the negative

Rior.—The day following the release of 
Jefferson. Davis was celebrated in riot and 
; bloodshed by some of the more’ rampant of 
the unreconstrocted. Judge Kellay, known 
to all our citizons, was delivering a peaceable 
and temperate speech last week in Mobile to 
several thousand negroes. The white rebels 
had prepdred for a riot, and ‘just before the 
signal was to be given, hooted at Kelley and 
ordered him to quit speaking. He very 
properly raplied that the war had settled the 
question of the freedom of speech,.and that 
he would maintain it. Then analarm of fire 
“was sounded, and crowds of rebels drew re- 
volvers and rushed forthe platform. In the 
riot four .were killed. and many wounded, but 
Kelley was safely conducted to his hotel by his 
friends, when the military suppressed the riot 
and protected Kelley. Thesame day 4 loyal 
convention was held at. Brownsville, Tenn., 
“a thousand negroes being present. The rebels 
assauited the convention with all sorts of 
fire arms, were resisted,’aud the fight contin- 
ued all day—the peace makers succeeding in 
preventing the thousand negroes from taking 
an active part. The battle cry of the rebels 
was simply cheers for the liberated Jeff, Davis. 
The roloase of this man seems to rekindle the 
fire in Southern hearts—not the fire of grati- 
tude for kindness bestowed, but that of trea- 
gon and hatred of the hand that offers con-

Boorn’s Diary.—The discussion in Con- 

gress between Mr, Bingham, of Ob{o, and 
Gen. Butler, gave a sudden notoriety to the 
Diary of the assassin Booth—a document of 
the existence of which the fewest number had 
any knowledges. Gen. Batler, in bis passage 
with Mr. Bingham, (the latter was counsel for 
the government) accused bim of suppressing 
the Diary of Booth, .and insinuated that the 
counsel for government had mutilated it. The 
Democracy at once seized bold of this charge 
of Gen. Butler as an admission that Mrs. Sur- 
ratt, implicated in tha marder of Lincoln, had 
suffered innocently.

Judge Holt 
was heretofore under the impression that the 
diary was firat handed to hin by Conger, who 
took it from the body of Booth; buton re. 
flection recently, Judge Holt recolleots that 
Conger delivered the diary to Secretary Stan- 
ton, who after examination, delivered it to 
Major. Eckert, then Assistant Secretary of 
War. Major Eckhert finally delivered the 
book to Mr.. Holt. ~ . 

Conger. testified that he took tha diary 
from Booth, and it isin the same condition 
now that 1f was when he first .rec’d it. All 
the witnesses who-had possession of it have 
testified that the diary is now in the exact con- 
dition it was when taken from Booth, and, 
therefore, the Inference is conclusive that the 
assassin himself removed the firat eighteen 
pages referred to by Gen. Butler. 7

At ‘ten minutes before.twelve- o’clock on 
Friday night the boat.landed at tbe pier, and 
save a few backmen, no one was in attendance 
to see/the visitor. Some delay ensued before 
the pasaengers began tu move out on Me pier. 
A sqiad of policemen were In attendance to 
preserve .order if necessary. .At 12 o’elook 
Mr. Davis made bis appvarance. In counten- 
ance be appeared thin and pale, bat. was 
characterized by the same look ol firm deter- 
mination and deliberate Judgment for which 
he has always been remarkable. Following 
‘him were his brother, General Joseph Davis, 
ot Mississippi, late of the Confederate army, 
his wife, her sister,, Mis Howell, and Dr. 
Craveh, Dr. Craveo’s son and Frank Pearson, 
of Newark, who also came up withtbe party. 
Theso, entered hacks, and after some little 
delay 'were driven to the New York Hotel. 
Dr. Craven came ov buard the Niagara at 
Quarantine, and the doctor’s son accompanied 
the party from the late rebel capital. Mr. 
Davis is represented as baving been in cheer- 
ful: spirits during the voyage und as having 
communicated freely with the pussengers. on 
general subjects, avoiding, however, any 
allusions to political affairs, either of the past 
or present. On their departure from Hich- 
mond ‘on Torsday nigbt, at ten o’clock, 
averythiug is.represeoted, as baving been 
quiet ‘thera, littl or no enthusiasm being 
manifested, except occasional cheering from 
personal friends. The cavalry were all out, 
and were stationed at the corners of the 
strevts, A, severe thunder shower fell about 
the time the boat was leaving Richmond, and 
the wind biew a perfect hurricane. “Oo arriv- 
ing at) Norlolk,- Mr. Davis went asho.e and 
visited, some friends there. Among these a 
‘cordial .greeting met bim,- but no popular 
enthusiasm was mavifested. 

On reaching the New York Hotel the ap- 
pearance ofthe building dumonatrated that 
the préparations for Davis’s- arrival had been 
made with the greatest possible caution, Tho 
hotel jwas almost entirely deserted, the 
numerous fricnds of the late Confederacy who 
usually throng its commodious nails having 
doubtless been advised that-they could -best 
show their triendshipand attachment to Mr. 
Davis by their absence.. The front door was 
locked, though bebind its glass punels might 
be ‘seen the anxious face of a gentleman pro- 
minentiy connected with the hotel. As soon 
as the Carriage bad fairly stopped, Mr. Davis 
and his party were. hurried tothe private 
‘entrance, and admitted with all possible 
despaith. Mrs. Davis and ber sister at once 
ascended the staircase ; but Mr, Davis bimeself, 
together with his brother, stayed in the balla 
few moments to thank Cuptain Grier, who 
aluo nad accompauied the. party, for his 
guardianship. Mr. Davis. seemed grzatly 
touched with the courtesy and, considvration 
extended to him by the Northern police offi- 
cer, and expressed his appreciation of it with 
congiderabla heartiness and warnith.

visit. /‘I'nis bas not bven dove heretotore,and 
the fact that such ay assessment Is now being 
made bas oceusiuued a good deal of iaquiry 
as tu Lue right of the Commissioners to levy 
such a tax turcounty purposes. Their action 
is probably based upon a decision of the Su- 
preme Cuurt, lately rendered, to the effect 
that the stock of national banks may be taxed 
for State and local purposes. This point was 
raised iu Montgomery county, where one ot 
the national banks declined to pay the one per 
cent. tax imposed by the act of 13866, which 
providdd that such tax should be paid over 
by the casblers of the respective banks. It was 
cecided against the bauk by Judge Chapman, 
aud nis decision, on un appeal to the Supreme 
Court, was sustained, The matter now stand- 
ing in this shapy, itisthe presumption that 
the Commissivavers would be sustained ineas- 
segsing'’a county tax upon such stock, as they 
bave dune in Bucks county. But anew law 
relative to the taxation of national bank stocks 
was pagsed at the lust session of the Logisla- 
ture, repealing the one per cent. tax on the 
par valuu of the stock, and directing an as. 
sessinent of three milly on the doliar of the 
actual value (bervot., This tax-is to be assegs— 
ed by: officers appointed by the Auditor Gen- 
eral and State ‘Treasurer, who are to obtain 
lists of stockholders from. the respective 
banks, with tne amount of stock held by wach, 
Tnese assessors are to be appojnted annually, 
and when their specified duty fs performed 
thgir term of office shall eud, There is noth- 
ing in the oew law: bearing on the subject of 
taxing bauk stock for county purposes ;"but 
one of the sectiuns provides that ‘should any 
National or Siate Bank of this Commonwealth 
pay to tuw State Treasurera tax of one per 
centum per auuum, upon the par value of cap. 
ital stock thereol, tue shareholders of said bank 
shall be exempt from all othertaxution on the 
valuv of said shares.”” This clause of the act, 
it seems to us, will enable the national bauks 
to protect their stockbolders from local tuxg— 
tiou when it runs up to an amvunt exceeding 
one pericent, As the matter now stands, the 
shareholders must pay a State ‘tax of three 
mills on the dollar, and a county tax of fittaen 
milla to;the dollar—or one and four-tenths per 
cent. in'all, But asthe law Says that when a 
bank pays.a tax of one per’ cent. into the 
State treasury ‘the shareholders shall be 
exempt ‘trom all other taxation on the: value 
of said shares,” it is manifestly to the inter. 
est of all concerned for the bavuks to-makea 
Voluntary payment of the one per cent. and

The Corn Crop and its Cultivation. 
BY THOMAS J. EDGE, LONDONGROVE, PA. 


Inasinuch’ad: ohe of. the correspondents of : 
the Farm and Fireside bas already given the 
principal items in the preparation cf the 
ground for this crop, it would seem as if 
there could be bot little left, for. me to say, 
and hence I would draw the reader’a attention 
to the after work on the crop, viz: putting in 
the seed and cultivating. 

With regard to plowing for corn, there are 
many who think that by shallow plowing ona 
tongh sod, they can obtain the beat crops of 
corn, or rather can obtain better crops than 
by deeper plowing ; this ia ons of the- man 
Ideas connected with practical agricuitura 
which depend s6 much upon local’ cireum- 
atances, sucb as depth and quality. of the soil, 
&c., which makes it impossible tor one cor~ 
respondent to lay down rules tor the govern- 
ment of thejeaders of any ove agricaltural- 
paper, however small {ts circulation. Hence,° 
when I say that for all crops I prefer deep. 
plowing, I do not wish to be understood as 
Jaying it downasarule for the government 
of all or any;.vxcept those on & ‘simildr soil. 
ina moderate damp season, on well limed 
sod, I have raised a8 good corn by shallow 
plowing as where this operation was perform- 
edto a greater depth; but.as 1, find deep 
plowing to be most cértata to yidld mea crop, 
lL always prefer it toa system which I have 
found precarious. 

Mach has been written, avd perhaps much 
more will be written, upon the -comparative 

* advantages of drill and drill culture, and yet, 
judging from recent articles, the matter is no 
nearer a definite decision than it was ten 
yoars ago. 

From experience and theory, I am‘satisfied 
that theoretically, drilling is beat; but that in 
practice hill culture will yield me the best re- 
turn both per acre and for labor bestowed on 
the crop. I say that drilling is theoretically 
Dest, because it is evident that:it 1g better -to 
have three stalks evenly distributed over four 
feat of the row than to have them allio hills 
four feot apart: But can we attain this result 
in practice? I mast answer.in the negative ; 
by usiag sufficient seed and thinning out the: 
plants myself, I can come reasonably near to 
it, but it I have (as I often must do) to trust 
the thinning out tobired help, I will not come 
very near the wark desired. ; 

There fe other items which jn pumuriee 1 
have found to be'against drilling for corn ; it 
ia mora dificult to keep free trom weeds ; re- 
_ quires ‘more hoelng and: hand: weeding ; it ia 
“more tedious to cut, as I find my men will cat 
three acres of hill corn in the same time they 

* require to cut two and one quarter. of drilled 
corn; and asa last objection, and -one which 
is most always overlooked in casting up the 
balance, the drilled corn will) produce the 
largest stalks and look the best, when proba- 
bly at the same time it will. not produce as 
much or any more.corn than an adjoining fleld 
planted in. hills: If we could only get the 
stalks regalarly distributed, there is no doubt 
that drill culture ig the bust, but. for’ reasons 
above given I have adopted bill culture «after 
atrial of both,-underthe same or similar cir- 
cumstances. - «| " 

Where hill cuiture fn. squares is adopted 
the covering will usually be done’ with boas.

ington, is the.only relic of the assassin’s body 
above ground, and this isthe only mutilation 
of-the remains that ever occurred.

has ample evidence to prove the purchase, 
shipment, application for measuroment, &c. 
Charges being preferred, the officers had no 
alternative but to seize and close the whole 
establishment. The statement in the Chester 
paper, in the Jight of newer developmonis, 
seems to have done great injustico to Mr. 
Riley, who bas here. at his home, always 
borne a good name, notwithstanding the fact 
that few of our citizens haye any sympathy 
for the business of manufactorirg whisky. 
Businzssis growing dall ss summer ap- 
proaches. The dry goods trade is moderately 
active, bnt much less in the aggregate amount 
than usual at this season.

If the: government lets-Davis go unpunist- 
ed, then ;Wirz was murdered: .

Our concern isnot with the individual 
criminal. Witha wise plan of reconstruction 
we can afford to overlook a thousand Davises; 
but the courso of the administration, in his 
case, throws light on our national situation. 
Two or three things are evident. : . 
-AIfthis administration correctly represents 
the. American people, then treason is no 
crime, and never need fear any punishmen 
from us. ie at . 
.. The tendency of modern civilization is to 
bear patiently the widest and angriest differ- 
ences. . of opinion, and let party chiefs only 
-turn-each other out of office, without send- 
ing the defeated rival—as in England in Henry 
the Highth’s time, and in Mexico to-day—to 
the scaffold. Still, we are tho first Govern- 
ment to let actual levying war against the 
State go unpunished. ‘What sort of a future 
this course will make for us is hardly matter 
of. doubt. If, asmany believe, and as all 
_bigtory makes probable, weara sooner or later 
to have another war, then party chiefs — will 
make up their minds what course to take and 
which side to adopt, without fear of risking 
life or property. except in the actual fight. 

Again, no amount of brutal and barbarous 
aggravation of the usual evils of war will 
harm any man who orders it. Mr Davis 
knew, of .he threats and attempts to burn 
Northern cities, poison Northern communi- 
ties ; knew, at least of offers made and plots.

He never disavowed or attempted to prevent 
any of them.

It is safe to say that, except the English in 
India and the French in Algiers, modern 
warfare cannot show, for the last century, as 
much inhumanity as Richmond ordered and 
‘tolerated in any one-half year of the war. 

Judged by tho war record, Jefferson Davis 
is the chiof of a horde of savages. Withthe 
single exception of eating his prisoners, the 
Indian- tomahawk can be paralleled point by 
point, act by act, ip the atrocities of South- 
ern.conduct, - ; 

Ths inbuman chief of such barbarism can- 
not be punished under our law! Men whom 
some still call honorable, travel hundreds of 
miles to grasp bis hand! Let imagination 
group around Davis the men—the ficnds— 
with which history will link him. Quantre)l 
and’ his gang of butchers, covered with the 
blood: of old men, women and children ; 
Forrest, pale with remorse at the memory 
of the negroes massacred at Fort Pillow, in 
violation of all honorable warfare ; our soldiers 
poisoned in their food by cowardly women, 
wearing for ornaments the bones of their 
victims ; the negro butchered without mercy 
.everywhero; the.gaunt despair of Libby pri- 
son; tha crowded filth and starved idiocy of- 
- Andersonville. e Saxe 

- Record that government bad-no punishment 
for such a wretch, then-paint Horace Greeley 
traveling hundreds of miles to offer bis con- 
gretulations on this disgrace of the governo- 
ment, and to clasp that vile hand! ; 

Meanwhile, Republican leaders—afraid 
lest, after all, this cowardice of the adminis- 
tion may win Southern votes—keop discreet 
‘silence. Crimo ceases to bo sometbing to 
be checked and punished.

Tue Patent Hay Raxe Swixpue.—How 
these swindlers operated is thus described 
by the Poughkeepsie Eagle : 

The modus operandi of the parties was as’: 
followa: Arriving in the county they sep— 
arate, taking different towns, and circulating 
among the farmers, offered the most tempt- 
ing inducements, and usually succeeded in 
selling the right to sell, &c., George N. Pal- 
mer’s hay rake and tedder combined tor one 
hundred dollars. They represent the ma- 
chinery as selling at retail for eighty-five 
dojlars,-and that it is so perfect that no 
farmer can afford to do without it; that the 
purchaser of the right can procure the rake 
for thirty-five dollars at the manufactory, and- 
sell at a profit of fifty dollars. To show that 
they .have unbounded confidence in the 
enormous profits accruing to the purchaser, 
they offer to take his note for one year, and 
in the case the buyer does not make two 
bundred dollars profit in that time, without 
counting one machine for hisown use, they 
agree to take back the right or share free of 
charge.

Exuinirion or Horsyes.—Ihe Chester 
County Agricultural Society held their An- 
nual Exhibition of borses, on Saturday last, 
and drew a large crowd of visitors, not only 
from our own country, but from the neigh- 
boring counties of Lancaster, Montgomery, 
Berks, and Delaware. Horses were also on 
exhibition from Wilmington and Philadol- 
phia. While the performances on the trot- 
ting course .were considered by judges in 
such mattecra to be rather ordinary, the dis- 
play of horses in the other classes was 
pronounced very: fine and superior to any of 
the'former exhibition. Several very beautiful, 
thorough bred stock horses were upon the 
grounds and attracted general admiration 
from the throng in attendance, The number 
of horses of ali classes on exhibition was 
about one handred—a large proportion of 
which were among the classes: denominated 
ag colts, being under 4 or 5 .years old, and 
all showing decided marks of improvement 
among our farmers in the rearing and train- 
ing of this most noble of all our domestic 
animals, Farmors are begining to appreciate 
the fact, that it coats no more to raisea 
well bred horse worth three hundred dollars 
than a degenerate animal worth only a fourth 
of that sam. : ‘ 

There was a very good display of Agricnl- 
tural Machinery. Mowars, Reapers, Drills, 
Cultiyators, Hay Forks, &c., were a very 
prominent and not the least useful part of - 
the exhibition. Farmers had an opportunity 
of seeing the several machines side by side, 
and of comparing their relatiye advantages. 

One of the horses attached toa sulkey, 
got loose from the driver, cet off at full speed 
and went round the course two or three 
times, keeping the track all the way, and 
making about the best time. 

These were the only two races worth 
noticing. Thecontest between the double 
teams was a fraud upon the Society and the 
people who were compelled to stand and 
witness it.

Consprzacy TRIAL AT NopRisTown -—Last 
week the trial of M. Loeb, Charles W. Ever- 
hart and Jobn-Shupe, for defrauding certain 
partios in. the sale of oil stock, which had 
been deferred from time to time, at last tock 
place before Judge Chapman,at Norristown. 
The proceedings in the case have been re- 
ported to us as follows :—The prosecution 
which has been pending. for over a yoar 
against these parties in Montgomery county, 
for conspiracy to cheat and defraud Reller 
Himmélwright and others, and for obtaining 
$500 in cash and anote for $500, of said 
Himmelwright in the spring of 1865, in the 
sale of 1000 acres of land in Fayette county, 
West Virginia, to Mr. Himmelwright and 
others, who, wilh the defendents,subsequent- 
ly organized. the Fayette Oil and Mining 
Company, was tried at Norristown last week. 
This land was sold for $40,000—each one of 
forty men agreeing to pay $1000, and most 
of whom paid $500 and gave notes for 
$500, payable in four months to Mr. Leeb or 
or Treasurer. About $26,000 was paid in 
all, and the balance of the notes still rematn 
ed unpaid. The prosecution alleged and 
offered evidence to prove that defendants 
really bought this land for 16,000 to $20,000, 
of Robert Alsop and Jonathan H.- Watson, 
ot Philadelphia, who pretended to act as the 
agents.of one Jobn Brown, also of Philadel- 
phia, a brother-in-law of Walter’s, and that 
the balance of the cost wasto be divided 
among the defendants, who rupresented that 
they were going in equally with the otliers, 
and paying their full share towards the cost 
of this land. Some evidence was also offer- 
ed to show that the title of this Jand was 
defective, but this was not clearly shown.— 
Mcasrs. Alsop and Walters were also indict 
ed with these defendants, but they were con- 
victed in Philadelphia, a short time since, of 
conspiracy, &c., in some other oil land trans- 
actions. Walters is now under sentence for 
three months in Moyamensing jail, and Alsop 
has loft the country to escape imprisonment. 

The defense denied that they had acted 
otherwise than in good faith in-this businesr, 
and produced evidence to show that this land 
was really bonght for $40,000, by all hands, 
of Alsop, at LangdeJe, on the 25th of March, 
1865 ; and they proved that at this time the 
title was considered good, and bad been so 
prcnounced by some of the best lawyers and 
conveyancers in Philadelphia. ‘ 

The strongest evidence against the de- 
fendants, consisted of acts and declarations 
of Alsop, and besides. these, but few and 
comparatively unimportant facts ware shown 
but the jury rendered a verdict of guilty.— 
The defense filed reasons fora new trial,

an attemptupon the life of the Czar. A young Pole 
shot at the carriage in which the two monarchs were 
tiding—Napoleon and Alexandar, The deed ‘was 
inspired by political passion. This is the second at- 
tempt made against the life'of the Russian Ozar, the” 
preceding one having been mado last year by anim- 
poverished Russian nobleman, who belonged to the 
ultra revolutionary party of Russia. The passion 
for assassinations from political reasons is unfortu- 
nataly inereasing. Nearly all the great monarchs of 
Europe have escaped similar dangers. Thua, at- 
tempts were made agairist Louis Napoleon by Piano- 
ti in April 1855, and by Orsini in January, 1858: A 
few years ago a student tried to take the life of King 
William of Prussia,and last year that of Count Bis- 
marck was enilangered.

He thon began to consider what course he 
should take. He was ‘some distance from 
his house, and no one near -him,- or. within 
call, His first thought: was-to walk- slowly 
into the river Wey, and gently sink his head 
under’ the water, and then throw off the 
swarm. Buta moment’s consideration dis- 
suaded him from that attempted remedy. .He 
could not bave disengaged them all, for many 
were between his neckcloth and his skin, and 
still more were crawling down his back. He 
found .thatif he.walked he could not help 
disturbing the hanging mass, and that every 
little agitation, however slight, caused a hum

MASONRY IN PENNSYLVANIA.—Tho facta con- 
tained in tha statement of the R. W. Grand Lodge of 
Pennsylvania, for 1865, constitute such testimony of 
the efficiency and vigor ofthe Masonic Order, a8 
cannot but be gratifying to all of its members.- The 
receipts of 1868 were $53,283,71, and from the Girard 
bequest $4,939,74, making tha total of the investments 
of the bequests $50,160.49. The Grand Lodge charity 
fund amounts to $50,880,56, and $31,691,51 hava been 
received during the year,and $25.813,98 expended. 
More than $27,000 of the investments are in United 
States bonds, The committee to select asite for a 
Mnrsonic Hall were authorized to purchase the black 
bounded by Cuthbert. Filbert, Juniper and Broad 
streets, Philadelphia, for $155.00, to take possession 
in July next,. The growth of Masonry is said to have 
deen accelerated with threefold rapidity by the war. 
In 1855 there were 133 lodges, 11,195 membera, 1046 
members of the Grand Lodge, and aGrand Lodge 
debt of $151,410, while the charity funds were but 
$38,125. In 1551 there were 172 lodges, 13,651 wembera, 
1599 members of the Grand Lodge, and a Grand 
Lodge debt of $73,200, while the charity funds were 
$75,870.

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Remedy for Trees Casting their Fruit, 
It is well kvown that although some trees, 
peach, apricot, plum, applo,"&c., ara well 
furnished with blossoms, they often fail. in 
their impregnation, and fall off; and when 
impregnated. and set, they fall off-at: the 
stoning. . Frequently, although they survive 
the stoning, they become prematurely ripe 
and fall off, and vory few, if any, of the fruit 
attain maturity, with no flavor.. These fail 
ures have been proved to arise from unwholo- 
some food,-a remedy for which may be tound 
in the following method: Having selected a 
treo that is In good condition, and well fur. 
nished with blossom buds, just as the blos- 
soms are beginning to expand, také'@ potato 
fork, and with it make holes all over the 
surface of the space occupied by the roots, 
- (which extend as far from ‘the stom'as the 
branches) at abont 18 inchos apart, forcing in 
the fork to tho’ full- depth of the tines, and 
give ita gentle hoave, by pressing on tho 
endof the handle; then, having dissolved 
some nitre in water, to the proportion of one 
ounce to the gallon of water, fill the holes 
with the stlution. No manure must be 
given ; but if, after the stoning of the fruit, 
the tree should appear unable to sustain its 
crop of fruit, the following proparation may 
be given, in-thesame manner ag the nitre: 
To one gallon of. water add one ounce - of * 
potash ; stir the mixture well, and Jot it stand 


” for a week or ten days; pour off the solution 


. from the cJot,,and mix one gallon of this 
Nquid with four gallons of water; give it to 
the trees as above. Tho remaining clot may 
be dissolved by adding to it one quart of 
slacked ‘lime, and one gallon of water, to 
one gallon of clot, but this solution must not 
bo given to fruit trees, as it produces the 
effuct which the nitre is intended to remedy. 
It will, however, prove a good-manure for 
the cabbage tribe, celory, '&o.—Gardener 
Magazine... 2.0 
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The Art ot Watering Plants in Pots. 
Every collection of plants in pots should 
be looked over every day, and those that are - 
dry should be watered promptly and snffi- 
ciently. When the plant is potted, there is 
space botween the surface of the mold in the 
pot andthe margin of the pot; this is to 
bold the water necessary for the plant grow- 
, ing}in the pot. IPf{the space is three quarters 
or au inch, this space quite filled up with 
water will generally be enough for one dose. 
If the space is shallower, and the plant is 
very dry, it may be filled up two or three 
times, as the case may be, until the pall is 
thoroughly moistened, . If the- ball has got 
so dry that the earth has shrunk away from 
the’ side of the pot, and the water when 
poured in runs away between the ball and 
the pot without penetrating among the roots, 
after the first doze hag been given, draw the 
finger all around the opening on the top of 
thosoil. This oporation, simple as it is, will 
detach mold enough to fill up the gap, instead 
of running away uselessly, permeate the 
entire mass of soilin the pot.- And let: it’ 
bo remembered that this ‘sufficient’? water- 
ing applies to. winter as well .as summer 
treatment; it isa mistake to give: plants. in 
pots fthat are-dry, only water enough to 
moisten the soil. Plants that in the sum- 
mer require copfous supplies of water evory 
day, in the winter perhaps will not taut it 
more than once a week; but when. they do 
have it-give them-enough. ‘I would also 
persuade amateur gardeners to adopt feeders, 
or saucers, or whatever may be the .name by 
which they are locally designated ; these will 
be found to be of incalenlable adyantage to 
many plants; not the glazed pans, but those 
of. the same:matorial and finish as [the com-. 
mon garden -pot....First of all, the water’ 
which, has passed through’ a pot of soil: that 
has become dry will be retained bythe sau- 
cer, and will. bo asorbed by degrees, ac- 
cording to the ‘necessities of the plant.— 
Then, again, the’ saucer itself absorbs a 
considerable quantity of the water, and fur- 
nishes a moist, cool bottom for the plant to 
stand .upon, most ,grateful to plant. ot all 
kinds, and analogons to standing ona bod ot 
ashes or ‘stand out-of doors, where they are 
always ‘found to.enjoy themselves. Further, 
- there are numbers of plants that delight to 
stand in water,,-Fuchsias, all through the 
growing ‘and: flowering ‘season, begonias,: 
arums, callas, ixias, many ferns and other. 
things, will amply repay by their luxuriant 
indulgence. of. being permitted to stand .{n a 
pan of water, or : of

“* Life in” Missouri, 
 Thursday'afternoon, about half past three, 1 
says; the’ Richmond Conservative; of May 
24th, our quiet city was‘visited by a band of 
the boldest cut throats and robbers that have 
as yet appeared in the annals of ‘crime. Thea 
day was rather dull for our ‘merchants—faw 
country people being in town—and every 
one was quietly pursuing his respective avo- 
cation, little dreaming of the‘ proximity of 
the dreadful scene which took place.- From 
twelve to fourteen mon ‘had quietly entered 
the town on different roads, and. concentrat- 
ed in front of the bank building of Hughes 
& Wasson, when fourot the number dig- 
mounted and entered tha banking house.— 
They demanded with threats of -violence the 
money, which was easy of access, the vault 
being open. ‘ Several citizens soon got wind 
of their purpose, outside, and the alarm 
gradually spread. ‘Now commenced a de- 
sultory flring-by the villians, which was re- 
tarned by .men who bad procured something 
to shoot with, but unfortunately -tew were 
possessed-of arms. of.-any . kind... -Lieut.. 
Frank &. Griffin, a young -man of sterling 
qualities "and courage, esteemed by all :who 
knew bim—took a position behind a tree-in 
‘the Court Houée yard, and commonced firing 
with a cavalry rifle, when a ehot from one of 
the ‘robbers struck him onthe forehoad— 
penetrating the-brain,, killing him almost 
instantly. Mr. John B. Shaw, Mayor of’ the 
city, universally raspected and admired by a 
large circle of friends‘and acquaintances—a 
man of worth and great value to our com- 
munity—whila running up the streot trying |: 
to rally the citizens, with his pistol drawn, 
received a. fatal shot, in the regicn of. the 
heart, and died soon after reaching his home. 
Mr. B. G.-Griffin, father of Frank, seeing 
his son fall,and observing thatthe wound 
was a deadly ono, bounded forward, with 
the animation of a young heart to revenge his 
‘severe loss, but alas! only to meet a like 
fate. He had reached the back door, and 
was just entering, when one of fthe flends 
placed a pistol at bis head and fired—and 
not being satisfied shot- him again after he 
had fallen. Hoe was a man'ripe In years, and

LEARNING TRADES, 

One of the’ great lessons to be learned 
from the numerous accidents, explosions, 
fires, and calamities of various kinds con- 
stantly taking place,is, that all through the 
country we have but few boys learning trades 
‘compared with what wo used to have, even 
before the war. Until the old .custom in 
some form is renewed, Jt must become more 
and more difficult to. obtain experfenced ma- 
chanics and worknien in every department 
on which the life and property of .man most 
depends. (f the late terrible accident in 
Samson street the cause is not yet fully ascer- 
tained. With regard to that particular oc- 
currence, therefore, we have no further 
‘remarks to make at this time, butit is with 
regard to the whole question, on which so 
much of the industry and material welfare 
and safety of the county depends—the sup- 
ply of skilled labor—that we now speak.— 
Wheres Is the supply to coma from? To fake 
but a single instance: Any one may buya 
Stcam engine, and he may place it anywhere 
—in the midst of acrowded city, or ona 
railroad track, or just underneath the deck 
of a boat crowded daily and hourly with 
passengers, who, being on it but a few hours, 
or perhaps minutes, made no icquiry a8 
to who has it in charge and what are his 
qualifications. Steamboats ply our rivers; 
{hey run up and down, our coasts. Steam 
engines push forward our commerce on rail- 
roads and our.manufactures in aliaost every 
place of business in which there are hundreds 
and thousands of. lives concerned. Very 
frequently as much depends on: those in 
charge of tho boileras on the character of 
the boiler itself, and yet, practically it. is 
simply the properly interest in that boiler or 
the building that contains it, or steamer, 
that isthe guarantee for the safety of all the 
lives daily risked, Aud itis getting to be 
quite difficult to obtain regularly trained 
mechanics either to put that boiler together 
properly, or tu watch it and keep it io proper 
rnoning order. 

When tbe war came unexpectedly upon 
us, all.our manufactures fell off in quality 
most perceptibly as they advanced in price. 
And we accoucted tor this by showing that 
our regiments were composed of men who 
could put a locomotive togetbor ona pinch, 
or set up type or edita paper, or ,mako the 
paper itself, Bot when near a million of 
men were honorably discharged, it was ex- 
pected that every industrial occupation, 
especially every mechanical trade, would, be 
overstocked with workmen. But it’ has 
proved as difficult as ever to get well skilled 
and rejiable workmen for the more responsi- 
bie situations of all-kinds ; aud what is worse 
there are very few apprentices comparatively 
learning trades of any bind, , 

No doubt, much of thuiwork on which the 
most skilful mechanics used to be employed 
is done by machiovry, such. as scroll-cutting,: 
carving, making eashes, doors, &c. This 
ought to leave a superabundance of -men to 
work in wood where haudwork is still indis- 
pensable; yet ona of the causes of thu onor- 
mous price of houses is the comparative 
scarcity of such mechanics, or such: at. least 
as are Decessary, to do the finishing and nicer 
parts of the woodwork of a properly finished 
housé: Not only. are the materials high, but 
-| first-class mechanics to put them properly 
‘| together are. more dificult than cvor to bo 
‘obtained. As theroaro but -tow thorough 
workers, so there are but few thoroughly 
learning a trade compared with the demand; 
but our young men ‘take-up’ this aud that

Put them on 
your arms and turn a screw, aud they close 
upon the flesh, theneedles piercing through 
cords, tendons, flesh and bones. It is one: 
degree more excruciating than crushing the-

‘‘Here:is a head-dress—a crown which has: 
been worn by many men and women. It has 
sharp knives which ent through the scalp to: 
the skull. Here are chains and weights, 
locks .and keys, bandcuffs and clasps for the 
ankles, stocks for the feet, weights to hold 
your feet to the floor, and pulleys to draw 
your head at the same time tothe ceiling.— 
Were is a bench of sold oak, with a corrt- 
gated surface, upon which many men haya 
been laid, held down by the cords, to under-- 
go the kneading process, and that rolling pin 
knotty and knobby, also of oak, which Iles 
upon tbe table, has been rolled backward and 
forward over the naked forms of men and. 
women, kneading live flesh to bloody dough! 
Time and space would fail me were I to enu- 
merate the instruments of torture here, orto 
set forth their uses. We-can only look at 
the cradlo—a huge trough of oak on rockers 
—the bottom and sides thickly set with pins, 
in which many victims hava been rocked to 
death, Think of lying on a bed of oaken pins, 
rolling to the right, to the left—always on 
pins—till the flesh becomes livid jelly !— 
Here is a string of oaken beads, each bead 
sixteen sided ; about as largeas hickory nuts. 
This was for sawing off logs and arms. 
Here fs an instrument shaped like a pear. 
it is of iron, but to all appearance a harmless 
thing. But just take it for a moment into 
your mouth, and let me give a gentle pull at 
the string attached to the stem of thepear, 
and it wil!no longer bea pear, buta full 
blown lily—an iron lily, unfolding its leaves 
so suddenly and violently that your jaws’ 
are forced open till the joints crack im the 
sockets, while the delicate petals becoma 
Pincers, which grasp your tongue! No out- 
cry now. No utterance of words. No 
confession here,” No screaming to-raiso 


from the sufferer. One twitch of the atring, 
and the tongue is torn out by the roots ! 
‘‘Wo must leavo this museum without men- 
tioning the hundreds of curiosities. -We go

Here are racks and wheels, pillories and 
stocks, whips and manacies. This was «the 
place of torture. Woloave these and ‘creep 
through a narrow passage, through doorway 
after doorway, and reach at Jast or under 
ground, far beneath all sight or sound of the 
world, a darker dungeon. This is the-room 
of the Iron Maiden. Here is the statue or 
image, a maiden with a hood upon ber head, 
an iron ruffle around the neck, enveloped In 
an iron cloak. Suddenly tho folds of the 
cloak are thrawn apart, and by the dim light 
of the candle you aee that the lining of the

spikes pierce your body, aud into your oye 
balls—clear throngh-to the -vertobra they 
penetrate.

“We think of thisdungeon as connected 
with the barbarism of the middle ages $ bur 
Wo are not quite so far removed from thoso 
days of rigorous administration of law. Tilt 
Napoleon with the legions of France came 
across:the Rhine, overthrowing all obstacles, 
this iron maiden held ont ber arms to receive 
off-nders against the law. Oo the approach 
of tbu'French army in 1803, the Virgin, as 
it is called, with other instruments of torture 
were thrown into a cartand despatched in 
haste on! of the town, but fell in the hands 
ofthe victorious army. Not till then did. 
the world know. what sortsof punishments 
were meted out to offenders of the law. 
‘We are to remember that Nuremberg 
was a free city. About thirty partician fami- 
lies tor a long time monopolized authority, 
and chose a Council of State, consisting of 
bight persous, who formed the Execntive.— 
This. Executive was an irresp -nsible body. 
The world kuew nothing of their secret ad- 
molvistration ef affairs. Men disappeared, and 
noone knew what became of them, |The 
Tron Virgin embraced them, and that was all.

Leotstariye Excuses.—It has passed into 
& proverb that * a poor excuse is better than 
hone,” but the proverb, when applied to the 
conduct of the members of. our lato legisla- 
ture, only becomes a proverbial lie. Oa the 
lith day of January, 1867, the Hon. John 
Ji. Barton (now a candidate for Senator,) 
addressed a letter to the members of the 
Repnblican Convention of Delawsre County 
who had but a day before’ instructed bim to 
vote for Stevens first, Curtin second, and 
Uumeron never.

‘A Paopasre Oonsprracy.—Wo believe 
there ig: more at the bottom of Johnson’s 
pregent movement to preyent reconstruction 
in the South than has generally beon ascribed 
toit. He probably intends not alone to vent 
his spite, upon a loyal Congress, but to polit- 
ically manipulate in such a way as to control 
the coming Presidential election—at least to 
throw the government into the hands of the 
Democrats. A year has not passed sinco he 
used all the means in his powor to get tho 
rebel States into the Union. His desire was 
then the most speedy admission. He now 
‘wants the rebel States kept out of the Union 
long enough to prevent their participation in 
the Presidential election. He at first thongby 
thoir speedy admission wags necessary to a 
continuanco of his administration, and this 
view would have been correct if his plan had 
succeeded.

Tur opinion of Attorney General Stanbory, 
on the military reconstruction bill was laid 
before the country’ last week.:- I's length 
precludes’ a: reading by -the’ general public, 
and abrief description of its tenor and effect 
will bo better rolished than its: entire ‘publi. 
cation: -‘This opinion denies to tho several 
districl commanders of the ‘South tho right 
to do anything beyond affording protection 
in the ‘rights of person and property, aup- 
pressing insurrection, disorder and violence, 
and punishing or causing to be punished all 
disturbors of the public peace or criminals.” 
No commanding officer has a right to remove 
a civil officer for any offence whatevor, nor 
has he the right to interfere with the process 
of any civil or criminal court, or with tho 
operation of any State laws upon the statute 
book, nor can he interfere in any way with 
the working of the State governments, ex- 
cept to repress Insurrection or disorder,— 
Tho Union soldiers are merely armed police, 
conservators of tho public peace, without 
power to try or punish offenders save when 
tho courta refuse to act. This fairly indicates 
tho tenor of Stanhery’s decision. Its effect’ 
is already boing witnessed. Reconstruction 
{3 blocked, until Congress frames additional 
laws—laws which may again be tested by the 
Supreme Court, ‘disputed by Stanbery, and 
disobeyed by Johnson. The military com.. 
manders, who wore fairly: carrying out the 
intentions of Congress, are selected for sep. 
arate porsonal insult, and Sheridan, Pope and 
Sickles aro so put upon their honor as sol- 
diers ag to-make the temptation to resign or 
to damand release fram ‘duty very strong.— 
When Johnson"yetoed tho bill, the law points 
of his message wore Zsupplied by Stanbery,

- As soon, however, as the 
facts were made known to the city autfori- 
ties, they attempted the removal of the 
offensive debris and with the aid. of disin- 
fectants tried to‘purify "the place, but with 
poor-success, So completely bag this part 
of the city became’infected with malaria that 
there are at least one hundred cases of fever 
in the vicinity.
